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INTRODUCTORY. 



The work of this Commission herein reported, covering the 
period banning October 1, 1900, and ending June 30, 1902, 
was done almost wholly by and under the direction of Com- 
missioner H, C. Adams, who resigned May 1, 1902. While 
administering this office Mr, Adams accO'mTpliehed much in 
strengtliemng the State lawa covering the sale of oleomargarine, 
filled (iieese and renovated butter, and in prohibiting the sale 
of adulterated foods and drugs. His influence has been even 
more widely felt in the national legislation, protecting not only 
the consmners of the state but the markets of the country from 
fraudulent competition both in cheese and butter. This work, 
so ably carried out by Mr. Adams, has served to give this Com- 
mission, inadequately equipped though it is, much prestige in 
neighboring and other statee. 

From May 1 to Decemiber 24, 1902, Br. A. S. Mitchell had, 
in addition to his regular official work as chemist, tlie general 
direction of the work of the Dairy and Food Oommiasion. That 
included, with tie efBcient aid of Miss Florence Q. Norton, 
steru^apJier and ooniidential clerk, the preparation and comr 
pilation of nearly all of the material for this report, and for 
which credit is hereby given. Dr. Mitchell, declining re- 
appointment as chemist, terminated hia official connection with . 
this OomiQflssion December 31, 1902, by voluntary resignation. 
That he performed his official duties, requiring technical knowl- 
edge and skill of a high order, in a very able manner and in 
a way to reflect great credit upon himself and this Oomirais- 
sion, is a matter of general knowledge and appreciation, and 
I wish to record my own appreciation of tliis fact.

The undersigned was appointed by Governor LaFoUette to the 
position of Ihiiry and Food Commi^ioner, December 24, 1902, 
and he immediately took the required oath of office and entered 
at once upon the discharge of liis legal duties.

UadiBou, WIb., July IS, 1890. 
To Dealers In Food Products: 

The pure food law of IS9T (embodied in paragraphs 20, 21, 33 of this 
compilation) defines the word food as used in the law, prohibits the 
adulteratiiDn of foods and determines bj a series of explanatory clauses 
what is prohibited. 

The law further provldea that mixturea or compounds recognized as 
ordinary articles of food can be sold when labeled mixture or com- 
pound. 

An understanding of this provision requires knowledge of what are 
"recognized as ordinary articles of food," within the intent and purpose 
of the law. It is not reasonable to assume that all adulterated articles 
which have been sold on the markets for years are, because of such 
sale and common use, "recognized as ordinary articles of food." Such 
an interpretation would nullify the law. Food compounds consisting 
of foods similar in nutritive value or general character, and for which 
there Is a demand by consumers who know, the constituents of theE^e 
foods, can be sold when labeled "mixture or compound." 

Producers and dealers in milk and cream are specially warned against 
the use of preservativea. 

The preparations for keeping milk and cream sweet that are widely 
advertised in this state as being harmless, have been condemned by 
leading authorities, both in this country and In Europe, aa being 
prejndicial to the public health. 

Their use is prohibited by a plain Statute which fixes a minimum 
penalty of (25 for Its violation. (Paragraphs 10 and 11.) 

Preservatives are used to avoid the effects of careless and unclean 
methods. 

Milk and cream will remain sweet without the nse of poisonous drug's 
long enough for sale and consumption if produced from clean cows, In 
clean barne by clean men, using clean utensils. 

The health of invalids and of children is of more importance to the 
statd thsji the prosperity of manufacturers and dealers in the make-

The grocers of the state are rapidl; coming into tine witli its pro- 

Thi9 Commisaioa has avoided radical method? in its en forcemeat. 
B^a^onable time has been given to adjust the trade to its requirements. 

Prosecutions have been uniformly aiicoesaful. 

Inspection of groceries and factories has been carried as far as pojsible 
with the force and time at the disposal of this department. Many ques- 
tions relating to the meaning of the law have been settled. The time has 
come when a more rigid enforcement of the law cannot be unjust or 
uiif'iir to any legitimate interest. 

The appended rulings are a stateoieDt of the law in part and the judge- 
ment of tbia CommissioQ as to its application to the foods named.

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RULINGS MADE BY THE COMMISSIONER. 



Oleomargarine free from coloration or ingredieat that cauaea it to 
look like butter, can ije manufactured and sold unoer its own name 
wben properly labeled, bacb tub, package and parcel shall be marked 
by a placard bearing the word " Oleomargarine" printed in plain, 
uncondensed gottaic letters not less than one inch long, and such pla- 
card shall contain no other words thereon. (Paragraphs 12 and 13 of 
this compilation.) 

All stores and places of business from which oleomargarine shall he 
sold must have conspicuously posted a placard to he approved by the 
Dairy and Food Commissioner, containing the words, printed in letters 
not less than (our inches In length, - "Oleomargarine sold here." 
(Paragraph 13 of this compilation.) 

Oleomargarine whlcn shall be imitation of butter cannot be sold. 
(Paragraph 13 of this compilation.) 

It is unlawful for hotel, restaurant or boarding-house keepers to fur- 
nish their guests with butter substitutes without notifying such guests 
that the fiuhatitutes so furnished are not butter. (Paragraph 13 of this 
compilation.) 

A bill of fare furnished guests and containing a statement that, oleo- 
margarine is used will be deemed a sufficient notice. 

Renovated butter, which is butter of inferior quality melted, regranu- 
lated, churned with milk and worked over into the appearance of fresh 
creamery butter, must be branded "Renovated butter" upon each tub, 
package and parcel. (Paragraph 15 of this compilation.) 

No imitation butter or cheese can be used In any of the charitable or 
p^nal Institutions of this state. (Paragraph 14 of this compilation.) 

Cheese. — The Dairy and Food Commissioner is authorized to issue 
to the owner or manager of each factory making full cream cheese a 
stencil containing the number of factory and the state brand, "Wis- 
coHsrN FULL CREAM CHEESE." (Paragraph S of this compilation.) 

The manufacture and sale of filled cheese is prohibited. (Paragraph 
12 of this compilation. 
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10 ftULINGS MADE BY THE COMMISSIONER. 

The manufacture and sale of skimmed cheese is prohibited, except 
when such cheese is made ten inches in diameter and nine inches in 
height. (Paragraph ^2 of this compilation.) 

Uilk. — All milk offered for sale or sold must be from healthy cows, 
of clean and wholesome character, unadulterated, free from preserva- 
tives, and must contain not less than three per cent- o( butter fat 
(Paragraphs 7, 8, 9, 10, 18 of this compilation.) 

Lard. — Imitation lard products must not be sold under tbe name tard. 
Compounds containing lard can be sold when labeled "Compound lau)." 

Coffee.— Coffee must be true In name. It must not be coated or pol- 
ished to conceal Inferiority. Imitations containing no coffee cannot be 
sold as coffee compounos, but may be sold under coin names. Com- 
pounds of coffee and chicory, or of coffee and any harmless substitute 
allied to it in either flavor or strength and not used simply as an 
adulterant may be sold when labeled "Coffek compound." 

Syrup. — Syrup is a product of either corn or sugar cane. When made- 
from sugar cane it is called syrup, when made from com it is glu- 
cose syrup. There is little difference in the food value of these syrups. 
It Is questionable whether or not one could be considered as an adulter- 
ant of the other, as each falls within the true definition of a syrup, as 
both the mild Kio and strong Mocha are each true coffees. The sale 
of glucose as and tor cane syrup is a fraud and a violation of law. The 
sale of a mixture of glucose and cane syrups without other label than 
that of the general term "syrup" Is permitted. Molasses containing 
glucose must be labeled glucose mixture, as the value of molasses la 
dependent upon a pungent flavor peculiar to Itself, and not found in 
glucose syrups. 

Kaple Sugar must be true to name. A compound of corn or beet 
sugar with maple sugar cannot be sold even when labeled compound, as 
the chief element of value in maple sugar Is the maple flavor, and any 
admisture of other sugars Is for the sole purpose of cheapening the 
article, and Is a clear case of adulteration which cannot be remedied by' 
a label. 

riour. — Wheat flour mixed with corn flour may be sold when labeled 
"Compound flour" or "Compound wheat floub." 

Corn and wheat flour are closely allied in their chemical and nutri- 
tive properties, and a compound of these articles would be recognized 
by the law as "an ordinary article of food." 

Buckwheat flour may be mixed with other flour or self -rising ingredi- 
ents not injurious to health and sold as "Compound buckwheat floub." 

Jellies. — Artlflcial jellies must not be colored In Imitation of natural 
fruit Jellies, but if uncolored may be sold for what they are when not 
labeled In a manner calculated to deceive the ordinary purchaser as to

their true character, and when they are free from ingredients deleter- 
ious to healtli. ' 

Honey. — Honey adulterated witli glucose or any otter substance may 
be sold when labeled "Aduiteeated honey." 

The sale of honey is regulated by a special law enacted in 1881- It 
appears in the last revision of the statutes, the revisers evidently 
holding that it was noit repealed by the pure food law of 1897. (Para- 
graphs 26, 27. of this compilation.) 

Mustard. — Dry mustard must be pure. 

Prepared mustard must be free from starch or adulterant of any 
kind, and, It consisting of mustard, vinegar and spices, may be sold 
when labeled "PiiEPAaED mi'stabd." 

A preparation of mustard, vinegar, spices and enough filling of starch 
. to make a mustard of mild flavor to meet a legitimate demand which 
undoubtedly exists, may be sold when labeled "Peepabed mustawi 
COMPOUND." Harmless coloring matter may be used In preparations of 
mustard only to Bccure uniformity of appearance. 

Spices — Ail spices must be pure. Any misture of any foreign article 
nith any spice is an □dulteration. An adulteration of spices cannot be 
remedied by the label "Compound." 

Catsup — Caisup must not contain preservatives deleterious to health. 

Cream of Tartar must be pure. All compounds are unlawful. 

Chocolate and Cocoa, when made only from cocoa mass, sugar and 
glycerine, may be sold under the name "Pkbpabbd cocoa" or "Sweet 



Candy must be free .from inert mineral matters, and not colorea 
with substances deleterious to health. 

Canned goods must be labeled with grade or quality of the goods 
and the name and address of the seller or manufacturer. (Paragraph 
S3 of this compilation.) 

Extracts — Artificial extracts can be manufactured and sold only in 
cases -whcr^ it is not possible to produce an extract from the fru'.t 
itself. Extracts of this class must be labeled "Abtificial extracts." 

Iienion Extract shall contain at least five per cent, of the pure oil 
of lemon dissolved in alcohol. Harmless coloring matter will \}% per- 
mitted. The sale of compound lemon extracts is prohibited. 

Vanilla Extract shall he made wholly from vanilla beans, and shall 
contain no artificial coloring. The color of a vanilla extract is an 
Indication of its strength, and coloring in such case would be used for 
the purpose ot concealing inferiority and of malticg the article ap- 
pearj>etter tlian it really is. 

When other flavoring substances are used, such as Vanillin, Coumarin 
or Xonlca, the extract should be labeled so as to show the purchaser

Us Jrue character, a-^ "Compoi-.nd estbact op tonka akd vanillis," 
The'label "Coupoukd extbact of vanilla" will not be deemed aul- 
iicient notice of the compositioa of the article. 

Vinegar— All vinegar must contain four per cent, of acetic acid. 
Cider vinegar must contain two per cent, of apple Bollds. It ia unlawful 
to label spirit vjnegnra ae fruit vineg-ara. Low wine or spirit vinegars 
may be colored with barralesB coloring matter and sold lor what they 
are. {Paragraph 29 of this compilation.) 

Baking Powder — Baking Powders containing alum must be labeled, 

'THIS BAKING POWDER CONTAINS ALUM." 

The label mus^ be printed is black ink in legible type not smaller than 

brevier heavy gothlc caps, end shall give the name and address of the 

manufacturer. (Paragraph 24 of this compilation.)

Of the Office and Duties of the Dairy and Food 
Commissioner. 



1. Appointment; term; racancy; sapplies; assistants and 
report. 

[Section 1410, Statutes of 1898.] The dairy and food 
commissioner 'sliall be appointed by the governor, by 
and with the advice and consent of tlie senate, for a term 
of two years from the date of his appointment and iiutil hir. 
successor qualifies. Vacancies occurring from any cause 
shall be filled for the remainder of the term by the governor, 
with the advice and consent of the senate if it shall be in 
session, or if it is not in session, subject to approval at the 
session next held after such appointment is made, if the 
term for which it was made has not expired. Such commis- 
sioner may, with the advice and consent of the governor, ap- 
point an assistant, who shall be an expert in dairy products, 
and a chemist who shall be a practical analytical chemist; 
he may also, with such advice and consent, appoint an 
agent for the inspection of milk dairies, factories and 
creameries, and to assist in the work of the dairy and food 
commission at such times and for such periods of time as 
may be required in the enforcement of the dairy and food 
laws. The compensation of such agent shall be three dol- 
lars per day lor each day of actual service, and his expenses.

to be audited by the secretary of state on the presentation of 
accounts approved by the dairy ai:d food commissioner. 
Said commissioner may also appoirt a stenograpliep and 
confidential clerk. The commissioner shall be furnished 
with a suitable office in the capitol, and with such supplies 
and printing as may be necessary. He shall as soon as 
practicable after the thirtieth day of September in each 
even-numbered year make a report to the governor and give 
therein an itemized statement of all expenses incurred by 
him, and of all fines collected, with such statistics and other 
information and suggestions as he may regard of value. 

3. His powers and duties; legal assistance. 

[Section 1410a, Statutes of 1898.] It shall be the duty 
of the commissioner to enforce the laws regarding the pro- 
duction, manufacture and sale of dairy products, the adul 
teration of any article of food or drink or of any drug, anti 
personally or by his assistants to inspect any milk, butter, 
cheese, lard, syrup, coffee, tea or other article of food or 
drink or drug made or offered for sale within this state 
which he may suspect or have reason to believe to be im- 
pure, uuhealthful, adulterated or counterfeit, and to 
prosecute or cause to be prosecuted any person, firm 
or corporation engaged in the manufacture or sale 
of any adulterated or counterfeit article or articles 
of food or drink or drug in violation of law. -The 
district attorney of the couuty in which a violation 
of any such law has occurred shall, when called upon 
by the commissioner or either of his assistants to do 
so, give all the aid he can to secure the execution oE 
the law and shall prosecute cases arising under the pro- 
visions of this chapter or other provisions of these statutes 
relating to the adulteration of food, drinks and drugs, and 
their sale. Such commissioner shall have power to ap- 
point, with the approval of the goveruor, special counsel 
to prosecute or assist in the prosecution of any case arising

TiEcIer llie provisions of these statutes imposing a penalty 
for adulterating dairy products or practicing deception or 
fraud in the manufacture and sale thereof. (All fines col- 
lected in prosecutions begun or caused to be begun by the 
dairy and food commissioner or either of his assistants 
shall be paid into the state treasury. 

3. Access to buildings; samples of food, etc.; stencils for 
cKeese. 
.[Section 1410&, Statutes of 1898.] The commissioner, 
his agent or assistant shall have free access to any barb or 
stable where any cow is kept or milked, or to any factory, 
building, dairy or premises where any dairy product is 
maniifactured, handled or stored, when the milk from such 
cow or such product is to be sold or shipped, and may en- 
force such measures as are necessary to secure perfect 
cleanliness in and around the same and of any utensil u^ed 
therein, and to prevent the sale of milk from cows diseased 
or fed upon unwholesome food. Either of them may enter 
any^place or building in which there is reason to believe 
that any food, drink or drug is made, prepared, sold or 
offered for sale, and may open any package or receptacle , 
of any kind containing, or which is supposed to contain, 
any article of food, drink op drug, and examine or analyze 
the contents thereof. Any such article or a sample thereof 
may be seized or taken for the purpose of having it ana- 
lyzed ; but if the person from whom it is taken shall so re- 
quest, at the time of taking, the officer shall then and in the 
presence of such person securely seal up two samples of 
such article, one of which shall be for analysis under the 
direction of the commissioner, the other shall be delivered 
to the person from whom the sample or article was ob- 
tained. Said commissioner shall adopt a uniform stencil, 
bearing a suitable device op motto, a number and the words 
"Wisconsin full cream cheese" and a space for a number, 
and upon proper application therefor and under such regu-

lations az to the custody and use thereof as he may prc- 
scrihe, issue the same, with the proper number Inserted, to 
the' proprietor or manager of any- cheese factory jn this 
state; he stall enter in a hook kept for that purpbse the 
name, location and number of each factory using such sten- 
cil, no number being duplicated, and the name of the per- 
son thereat authorized to use the same.

4. Snhmissiou of articles for analysis; eTldence. 

[Section 1410e, Statutes of 1898.] The state hoard of 
health, medical officers of local boards of health, town and 
village hoards or common councils may submit to the dair>, 
and food commissioner samples of water or other drinks, of 
food or drugs for analysis, and the same shall be examined 
and reports made of the analysis thereof to the body or 
officer submitting the same as soon as practicable; such 
reports shall fully specify the resnlts of the analysis and be 
signed by such commissioner; they shall be accepted in all , 
courts and places as prima facie evidence of the properties 
or condition of the articles analyzed. 

QueBtioas of evidence as to sealing and analjrsls. If there la con- 
tradictory evidence concerning the eufficiency ol the seal Ol a sample, 
and the credibility of the witneeBes tor the prosecution is submitted m 
the lury, the defendant is not Injured. If there Is evidence that a few 
dt'ops of carbolic acid were added to a sample of milk, and it is sub- 
mitted to the jury as a question of fact whether this would change 
the character of the milJr, make the analysis impossible or dilEcult, or 
In any way injuriously affect the sample for the purpose of analysis, 
the defendant. has no cause of complaint: Commonwealth v^Spear, 143 
Mass., ITS. 

It is obi^crved of a statute similar to this and the preceding para- 
graph that it is intended to secure a fair examination and^analyaia by 
providing the defendant with the means of malcing an analysis of a 
portion Of the same specimen which the state has analyzed. 'If the 
sample is not saved, or not saved in proper condition, he has no means 
of showing that his evidence, if any he has as to the quality of the milk, 
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applies to that with reterencs to which the goTemment witnesses have 
testified. It cannot be said that a portion reaerred is sealed when 
wax iB merely placed on tlie top of the cork and not extended over the 
mouth ol the bottle, thus making it air-tight, II It Is shown that the 
character of the milk will be affected by the air: Commonwealth t. 
Lockhardt, 141 Mass., 132.. 

Where the article analy^ied has not been taken under the stetute the 
competency of evidence la to be determined by the common law, and 
the testimony ol any person who had sufficient skin to analyze It, and 
who has analyzed eome which was proven to have been sold by the 
defendant. Is admieBibioi Commonwealth v. Holt, 146 Mass., 3S. 



5. Farmers' JnstitnteS; expense of analyse'. 

[Section UlOd, Statutes of 1898.] The goTemor may 
authorize the commissioner or his assistants, when not en- 
gaged in the performance of other official duties, to give 
such aid in farmers' institutes, dairy and farmers' conven- 
tions and the agricultural department of the state universi- 
ty as may be deemed advisable^ For the necessary expenses 
of maliiitg the analyses contemplated in the foregoing 
sections the commissioner may incur an annual expense 
of not to exceed six hundred dollars, the accounts for 
which, when verified and itemized, and approved by the 
governor shall be audited by the secretary of state. 

6. Obstrnctiog performance of commissioner's duty. 
[Section i607A, Statutes of 1898.] Any person who shall - 

obstruct the dairy and food commissioner of thi9 'state 
or either of his assistants in the performance of their duty 
by refusing him entrance to any place he is authorized to 
enter or by refusing to deliver to him a sample of any article 
of food, drink or drug made, sold, offered or exposed for 
sale by the person to whom request therefor is made, if the 
value thereof is tendered, shall be punished for the first 
offense by fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars, and for 
each subsequent offense by fine not exceeding five hundred 
dollars nor less than fifty dollars.

7. Penalty for. 

[Section 4607, Statutes of 1898.] Any person who shall 
sell or offer for sale, fnrnish or deliyer, or have in pos- 
session with intent to sell or offer for sale or furnish or de- 
liver to any creamery, cheese factory, corporation or per- 
son as pure, wholesome and unskimmed any unmerchant- 
able, adulterated, impure or unwholesome milk shall he 
punished by a fine of not less than twenty-five dollars nor 
more than one hundred dollars. 

Validity. A new Tork Ian (ch. 183, 1S85, cb. 202, 1884.) rrorldlns 

that "do person or personB shall eell, supply or bring to be manufact- 
ured to any butter or cheese factory any milk diluted with water or 
any unclean, impure, unhealthy, adulterated or unwholesome milk," 
has been sustained as a, valid exercise of legislative power: People t. 
West. 106 N. Y., 293. 

Constniction. The New York taw does not make fraudulent intent 
a necessary ingredient of the offense and it would not be a reasonable 
construction ol it to apply it to a dairyman who owns and conducts a 
butter- or cheese factory for the manufacture Of those articles from 
milk furnished escluaively by himself Irom his own cows. If the de- 
fendant is such a person, these facts are matter ot defense, and their 
existence need not be negatived on the face of the indictment: People 
V. West. 106 N. Y., 293. 

Usder a Massachusetts law imposmg a penalty for selling or offering 
to sell "adulterated milk, or milk to which any foreign substance haa 
been added," it is immaterial whether the eubstanee added is injurious 
or not- "Tbfi indiotmeiit need not allege the quantity of such BUbstance: 
Commonwealth t. Schaltner. 14S Mass., 512. 

Under an act which prohibits the sale of milk which is not of a good, 
standard quality, the fact that the milk was delivered under a con- 
tract to furnish the person who bought It w,lth the milk of one dairy 
la not'a defense If that furnished was not of such quality. The contract 
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would be beld to contemplate milk which should be bought and sold: 
Commouwealth t. Holt, 146 Mass.. 38. 

Sale, vhftt is. A hortel-lceeper who sells milk to be drunk by his 
guests on his promises la liable If the milk so sold is not of the quality 
prescribed by the next section: Commonwealth v. Vleth, 155 Mass., 442. 

The ■ Massachusetts statute uses the language "whoever by himself, 
or by bis servant or agent," etc Held to include a hot«l-keeper'B 
servant who made a sale to a guest, though ithe master was not pres- 
ent and did uot consent to or know of the particular sale: Common- 
wealth V. Vieth, 155 Mass.. 443. 

Milk bought by a guest and delivered to him as part of bis meal 
is just as much a Bale as If a specific price had been put upon it or it 
had been bought or paid for by itself: CommtHiwealth v. Warren, 160 
Mass., 533. 

Iiitsii+ to sell, evidence of. Where one is charged with having in his 
pOBBesBlon. with intent to sell, milk which Is not of a good, standard 
quality, the fact that, he was upon a wagon which had his name painted 
on it, and that therein were cans of milk, and that a sample was 
given from <Hie of them to one employed by the milk inspector for 
analysis, is competent evidence to go to the Jury upon the question 
of hie IMent: Cominoiiweaith t. Rowell, 146 Mass., 12S. 

8. Standard for pure; evidence. 

[Section 4607a, Statutes of 1898.] In all proaecutaons 
under the preceding section or any other section of these 
statutes for the sale of unmerchantable, adulterated, im- 
pure or unwholesome milk any milk which shall be proyen 
to contain less than three per centum of pure butterfat, 
when subjected to chemical analysis or other satisfactory 
test, or that has been diluted, or any part of the cream of . 
which has been abstracted, or that, or any part of it, was 
dra^yn from a cow known to the defendant to have been 
at the time it was drawn within fifteen days before or lesa 
than four days after parturition, or which was so known 
to have any disease, ulcers or other running sores, then 
and in either such case the milk sold or offered for sale, fur- 
nished or delivered or had in possession with intent to sell 
it, offei" it for sale or furnish or deliver it as pure, whole- 
some and unakimmed shall be held or found to. be un- 
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11 icrclian table, adulterated, impure or. unwholesome, as the 
fact may be. Proof of adulteration or skimming may jae 
made with such standard tests and lactometers aa are used 
to determine the quality of milk or by chemical analysis. 

Validity. The supreme court ot New York has ruled that a, statute 
which provides that milk which contains less than three percentum 
ot fat Bhall be declared adulteiatsd is un constitutional. The ground 
upon which this waa held was that the statute deprived the defendant 
of his liberty and property without due process of law, in that it 
barred him of the right upon the trial of the accusation against him 
to have the issue determined aceardiog to what might be the proof, 
and compelled him to submit to the statutory declaration thereof, with- 
out regard to the truth: People v. Cijiperly, 37 Hun, 317. This decision 
was not unanimous, and on appeal waa reversed by the court of ap- 
peals, without opinion, and on the grounds given by the dissentinc 
judge of the supreme court: People v. Cipperly, 101 N. Y., 634. 'j 

A law o( New Hampshire (ch. 42, laws of 1883) prohibited the sal* 
of iiilulterated milk, or milk to which water or any foreign substance 
has been added, or, as pure, milk from which the cream or a part there- 
of has been removed. It authorized Inspectors of milk to take samples 
and cause the same to be analyzed, and expressed that in all prosecd- 
tions under it if the milk is shown by analysis to contain more than 
eighty-seven per cent, of watery fluid, or less than thirteen iier cent, of 
milk solids, it shall be deemed for the purposes of the statute to be 
adulteiated. It was contended that the clause fixing the standard was 
unconstitutional. In answer the court said: "The statute tends to 
discourage the breeding of a certain class of cattle for the supply of 
the milk market. The difficulty' of guarding against the aduiteratioti 
of niillt may have influenced the legislature in fixing a standard of rich- 
ness. Practically it makes no difference whether milk is diluted after 
it is drawn from the cow, or whether it is made ivalery by giving her 
such food ns will produce milk of an inferior quality, or whether the 
dilution regarded by the legislature as excessive, arises from the nature 
of a particular animal or a particular breed ot cattle. The sale of 
such milk to unsuspecting consiimera, for a price in excess of its value, 
is a fraud which the statute was deigned to supprese. It Is a valid ex- 
ercise by the legislature of the police power for the prevention ot fraud, 
and protection of the public health, and as such Is conetitutlonal:" 
State V. Campbell, 61 N. H., 403. 

In Rhode Island a similar provision has been sustained against an 
objection to its validity on the ground that it virtually confined the 
testimony to the analysis of the samples taken by the Inspector, which 
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samples were destroyed in making the analysis, so that the testi- 
mony could not be controverted. The court was of opinion "that the 
testimony, tliough it may not always be practicable to controvert It 
directly by another analysis, can be cpntroverted by evidence of col- 
lateral tacts going to prove that the analysis is incorrect, and tlierft- 
fore that the act is not unconstitutional for the reason alleged:" State 
V. Groves, 1 Atl. Rep., 384. Shivers v. Newton, 46 N. J. L., 4G9, is tp 
Intent immaterial. The doing of the act condemned by the law 
constitutes the offense, if It is silent as to the knowledge or intent of 
the person who is charged with violating it People v. KIbler, 106 N. Y., . 
321, 12 N. E. Rep., 795. , 



!l. Hilk of diseased cows, of cows kept in an nns&uitary 
condition or fed on slops from a distillery or-a vin- 
egar frctory. 

[S©cti,oii 1, chapter 313, laws of 1899.] No person by 
himself or agent shall offer for sale, furnish or deliver, or 
have in possession with tlie intent to sell, or offer for sale, 
or furnish or. deliver, milk or cream drawn from siek or 
diseased cow or cows kept in filthy and unsanitary ' condi- 
tion, or cows fed on refuse or slops from distilleries or 
vinegar factories, unless such refuse or slop be mixed with 
other dry sanitary grain or food to a consistency of a 
thick mush. 

10. Foreign snbstancft not to be added to milli or cream 
not pasteurized. 

[Section 2, chapter 313, laws of 1S99.] No person by ■ 
himself or agent shall offer for sale or furnish or deliver 
or have in possession with the intent to sell, offer for sale, 
or furnish or deliver, any milk or cream having therein or 
containing in any araoimt any foreign substance or color-, 
ing matter or any chemical or preservative, whether for 
the purpose of increasing the quantity of milk or cream or 
for iriiproving ite appearance, or for preserving the condi- 
tion of sweetness thereof, or for any purpose whatever, 
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provided tliat nothing in this act elialt be construed to pro- 
hibit the sale of pastearizcd milk or cream, to which vis- 
cogeu or sucrate of lime has been added solely for the pur- 
pose of restoring the riscosity, if the same be distinctly 
labelt'd in such manner as to advise the purchaser of its 
true character. 

The toregaing section probably repeals la part sec. 460T&, Statutes of 
1898, which reads as followsi "Any person who shall sell or otter for 
'Bale, conaisn or have In possession with intent to sell any milb, cream, 
butter, cheese or other dairy products, or who shall deliver to any 
creamery or cheeee factory milk or cream to be manulactured into but- 
ter or cheeae to which milk, cream, butter, cheese or other dalrj 
products, boracic acid, salicylic acid or compounds containing them, or 
other antiseptics injurious to health have been added, shall be puaished 
by flue not exceeding one hundred dollars nor less than twenty-five dol- 
lars." 

II. Penalty for violating either of the two preceding 
sections, > 

[Section 3, chapter 313, laws of 1899,] Any person vio- 
lating any of the provisions of this act shall, upon convic- 
tion, be fined not less than twenty-five nor more than one 
hnndred dollars for each and every offense.

13. Filled cheese; oleomargarine; penalties. 

[Section 4607c of the' Statutes of 1898, as amended by chap- 
ter 151, laws of 1901.] Any person who shall by himself, bis 
agent or servant manufacture, buy, sell, offer, ship, consign, 
expose or have in possession for sale, any cheese manufactured 
from or by the use of skim milk to which there has been added 
any fat which is foreign to such milk, or who shall by himself, 
his agent or servant manufacture, buy, sell, offer, ship, consign, 
expose or have in possession for sale, within this state, any 
skimmed-milk cheese or cheese manufactured from milk from 
which any of the fat originally contained therein has been re- 
moved, except such last mentioned cheese ie ten inches in di- 
ameter and nine inches in height, or who shall, by himself, his 
agent or servant, render or manufacture, sell or solicit or accept 
orders for, ship, consign, offer or expose for sale or have in pos- 
seasion, with intent to sell, any article, product or compound 
made wholly or partly out of any fat, oil ,or oleaginoiis subatanee 
or compound thereof, not produced from unadulterated milk or 
cream from the same, and without the admixture or addition of 
any fat foreign to said milk or cream, which shall he in imita- 
tion of yellow butter produced from such milk or cream with 
-or without coloring matter, shall for the first offense be pun- 
ished by fine of not more than five hundred dollars, nor less 
than fifty dollars, and for each subsequent offense, by imprison- 
ment in the county jail not to exceed sixty days nor less than 
ten days, or by fine of not more than five hundred dollars nor 
less than one hundred dollars, or by both such fine and imprison- 
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ment Nothing in this section shall be construed to prohibit 
the manufacture or sale of oleomargarine in a separate and dis- 
tinct form and in such manner as will advise the consumer of 
its real character, and free from coloration or ingredient that 
eausea it to look like butter. 

Ori-sin. So much of tlie foregoing as relates to butter Is almost an 
exact copy of sec. 1, ch, 5, acts of Mass., 1S91. The worlds "ship, con. 
stgn," "and without the admixture or addition of any fat forei^ to 
said milk or cream," "or solicit or accept orders for," found in the sec- 
tion, are not in the MasaachuBetts act 

Validity. A state may lawfully prohibit tlie manufaetura oat of 
oleaginous substances, or out of any of its compounds other tbaa that 
produced from unadulterated milk or cream from such tniiv, of an ar- 
ticle designed to take the place of butter or cheese produced from 
unaijulterated milk; People t. Arensberg, 105 N. Y. 123; CoAimou- 
wealth V. Huntley, 156 Mass. 236; State y. Marshall, 64 N. H. B49; State 
V. Addington, 77 Mo, 110; Butler v. Chambers, 36 Minn. 69; McAllister 
V. State, 72 Md. 390; Weideiaan-v. State, 56 N. W. Rep. 688; State t. Hor- 
gan, 65 Minn. 183. It may aJso prohibit the manufacture or sale, or the 
offering for sale, of any imitation or adulterated butter or cheese, or 
the having of it in possession with intent to sell the same as an article 
of food: Powell v. Pennsylvania, 127 U. S. 678. 

Though it may be severe to punish those who unintentionally sell 
the article prohibited, the legislature has power to so provide in order 
' that the much larger number may be protected: State v. Newton, 14 
Atl. Eep. e04. . . •■ . 

Such an act is not void though the oleomargarine sold was brought 
into the state where the sale was made from another state and was 
sold in the original package: Commonwealth v. Huntley, 156 Mass. S36-; 
State V. Newton, 14 Atl. Rep. 604. The power of the state to enact 
such a law is not affected by the legislation of congress imposing spe- 
cial taxes upon manufacturers and wholesale: and retail dealers in 
oleomargarine: Plum ley v. Massachusetts, 155 U. S. *6I. 

The ruling of the United States supreme court. The validity of the 
Massachusetts statute, so far as it was affected by the clause of the fed- 
eral constitution giving congress power over commerce, came before 
the supreme court of the United States in Plumley v. Massachusetts, 
155 U. S;, 46J. It was there held, by a majority of the judges (three 
dissenting), that the federal statute imposing special taxes upon manu- 
facturers and wholesale and retail dealers in oleomargarine does not 
restrict the power of the states over the mannfnftnvo and sale thereof 
within tbelr reapectlTe limits. "The taxes prescribed by that act were 
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imposed for national purposes, and their imposition did not give au- 
thority to those who paid them to engage in the manufaetuve or sale 
of oleomargarine in any state which lawfully forbade such manufae- 
tnre or sale, or to disregard any regulatioji which a state might law- 
fully prescribe in reference to that article, . . .Nor was the net of 
congress relating to oleomargarine intended as a regulation of com- 
merce among the states. Its provisions do not have special application 
to the transfer of oleomargarine from one st;ite of the union to an- 
other. They relieve the manufacturer or seller, if he conforms to the 
regulations prescribed by congress or by the commissioner of internal 
revenue, under the authority conferred upon him in that regard, from 
penalty or punishment so far as the general government is concerned, 
hut they do not interfere with the exercise by the slates of any author- 
ity they possess of preventing deception or fraud in the sales of prop- 
erty within their respective limits." 

The opinion of the court then proceeds to discuss the validity of the 
statute of Massachusetts as affected by the commerce clause of the fed' 
sral constitution. "It will be observed," said Justice Harlan, "tliat the 
statute' of Massachusetts which is alleged to be repugnant to" that 
clause "does not prohibit the manufacture or sale of all oleomargarine, 
but only such as is colored In imitation of yellow butter produced from 
pure unadulterated milk or cream of such milk. If free from colora- 
tion or ingredient that causes it to look like butter, the right to sell it 
'in a separate and distinct form, and in such manner as will advise the 
consumer of its real character,' is neither restricted nor prohibited. It 
appears, in this ease, that oleomargarine, in its natural condition, is of 
a 'light yellowish color,' and that the article sold by the accused was 
artificially colored 'in imitation of yellow butter.' Now the real object 
of coloring oleomargarine so as to make it look like genuine butt«r is 
that it may appear to be what it Is not, and thus indudfe unwary pur- 
chasers, who do not closely scrutinize the label npon the package In 
which it is contained, t-q buy it as and for butter produced from un- 
adulterated milk or cream from such milk. Tfre suggestion that oleo- 
marg&riae 1b artificially colored so as to render It more palatable and 
attractive can only mean that customers are deluded, by Buch colora- 
tion. Into believing that they are getting genuine butter. If any one 
thinks that oleomargarine, not artificially colored so as to cause it to 
look like butter,^ Is as palatable or wholesome for purposes of food as 
pure butter, he is, as already observed, at liberty under the Bta.tute o( 
Maasachusetts to manufacture It In that state or to sell It there in such 
manner as to inform ihe customer of its real character. He ia only 
forbidden to practice, in such matters, a fraud upon the general pub- 
lic. The statute seeks to suppress false pretensee and to promote fair 
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ciciiliti},' in the sale of an article of food. It compela the sale of oleo- 
Diaig-nriDe for what it really is, by preventing its sale for what it Is 

Aft«r reviewing many of the cases cited by the sopreme court of the 
United States and relied upon by counsel for the defendant to support 
his contention that the statute was void, the opinion uses this lan- 
guage: "In none of the above cases is there to be found a Buggestion 
01- intimation that the constitution of the United States took from the 
states the power of preventing deception and fraud in the sale, within 
their respective iimila, of articles in whatever state manufactured, or 
that that inatrnment secured to any one the privilege of committing a 
wrong against society. ... It there be any subject over which it 
would seem the states ought to have plenary control, and the power 
(o legislate In respect to which it ought not to be supposed was in- 
tended to be surrendered to the general government, it is the protec- 
tion of the people against fraud and deception in the sale of food prod- 
ucts. Such legislation may, indeed, indirectly or incidentally affect 
trade in such products transported from one state to another state. 
But that circumstance does not show that laws of the character al- 
luded to are inconsistent with the power of congress to regulate com- 
merce among the states. For, as said by this court in Sherlock v. Ai- 
ling, 93 U. S. 99, 103: ''In conferring upon congress the regulation ot 
commerce, It was never Intended to cut the states off from legislating 
OD all subjects relating to the health, life a^d safety of their citizens, 
ihough the Ifgislatioa might indirectly aSect the commerce of-^the 
country. Legislation, in a great variety of ways, may affect commerce 
nnd persons engaged in it without constituting a regulation of it within 
the meaning of the constitution. . . . And it may be said gener- 
ally, that the legislation of a state, not directed against commerce or 
any of Its regulations, but relating to the rights, duties, and liabili- 
ties of citizens, and only indirectly and remotely affecting the opera- 
lions of commerce, is of obligatory force upon citizens within its ter- 
ritorial jurisdiction, whether on land or water, or engaged in com- 
merce, foreign or Interstate, or in any other pursuits." 

The opinion of the court then proceeds to point out that the case ol 
r.eisy V. Hardin, 135 U. S. 100, in which it was held that ardent spirits, 
distilled liquors, ale and beer, were subjects of exchange, barter and 
trafBc, and, being articles of commerce, their sale while in the original 
paekagcH in which they are carried from one state to another, could 
not, without the assent of congress, be forbidden by the stat^ into 
which Ihey were transported, was not conclusive of the case before it, 
because llie articles sold in that case were what they purported to be. 
The ojiinion of the majority of the court on the Massachusetts statute 
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concluded tlius; "We are of opinion that it is within the power W a 
slate to exclude from its markets any compound manufactured in an- 
other state, which has been artificially colored or adulterated so as to 
cause it to look like an article of food in general use, and the sale of 
which may, by reason of such coloration or adulteration, cheat the gen- 
eral public into purchasing- that which they may not intend to buy. 
The constitution of the United States does not secure to any one the 
privilege of defrauding the public. The decepiion against which the 
statute of Massachusetts is aimed Is an offense against society; and the 
states are as competent to protect their people against such offenses or 
wrongs as they are to protect them against crimes or wrongs of more 
serious character. And this protection may be given without violating 
any right secured by the catloral constitution, and without infringing 
the authority of the general government. A state enactmeni forbidding 
the sale of deceitful imitations of aiticles of food in general use among 
the people does not abridge any privilege secured" to citizens of the 
United States, nor, in any just sense, interfere with the freedom of 
cotnmerce among the several states." ' 

Expose for sale. Under the English statute regulating the sale of 
margarine it has been held that margarine kept for sale upon the 
counter of a shop, but behind a screen hiding it from the view of cus- 
tomers, is not exposed for sale (Crane v. Lawrence, 35 Queen's B. Div., 
152). and that parcels of margarine placed upon a counter or shelf, 
in view of customers, are exposed for sale, although so wrapped in 
paper that the margarine cannot be seen. Wheat v. Brown, £1892] 1 
Queen's B., 418. 

In Massachusetts, from whence this section was borrowed (see first 
sentence of note), the court has said, iii a case decided in 1893, that 
whenever goods are placed for convenient delivery upon eipected sales 
they are put out and in one sense exposed for sale. But in our opin- 
ion, the words are not so used in the statute under consideration. The 
prohibited articles are designed and adapted to deceive the eye, and 
because their appearance is likely to induce those who see them to 
buy them as the genuine of butter of which they are in imitation, there 
is special reason for prohibiting their exposure to view. It was held 
that oleomargarine colored in imitation of yellow butter and kept foi; 
sale in''a shop, so long as it was in a closed and covered refrigerator 
and could not be seen by customers, was not exposed for sale; notwith- 
standing there was a sign in the shop to the effect that oleomargarine 
was sold there. Commonwealth v, Byrnes, 153 Mass. 173. 

Sale, what la. A restaurant keeper who fumlBhes oleomargarine to 
a customer, as part of a meal ordered by tJie laitter. sells the same, not- 
withstanding the meal is paid for as a whole and the oleomargarine la 
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not eaten, but carried away. Commonwealth t. Miller, 131 Pa., lis. 
Sce'note to parasraph 13. 

A foreign luatiiifactnrer who puts up oleomargarine in packages evi- 
dently adapted for and iot-ended to meet the requirements of an \\a- 
lawful retail trade in another state, sending them to an agent there 
for sale to consumers, is not engaged in interstate commerce, but in an 
eiTort to carry on a forbidden business. Commonwealth v. Paul, 170 
Pa., 284. 



13. Notice of sale of imitation bntter. 

[Section 4607d, Statutes of 1898.] Any person who shall 
sell 01" offer for sale to any person who asks, sends or in- 
quires for butter, any oleomargarine, butterine or any simi- 
lar substance made in imitation or semblance of pure but- 
ter, not made entirely from the milk of cows, with or with- 
out coloring matter, or who shall expose for sale oleomai*- 
garine, butterine, or any similar substance not marked and 
distinguished on the outside of each tub, package or parcel 
thereof by a placard with the word "oleomargarine," and 
not having also upon every open tub, package or parcel 
thereof a placard with the word "oleomargarine," sut-li 
Ijlacard in each case to be printed in plain, uncondensed 
gothic letters not less than one inch long, and not contain- 
lug any other words thereon, or who shall sell oleomarga- 
rine, butterine or any similar substance from any dwelliu;^, 
store, office or public mart, without having conspicuously 
posted thereon the placard or sign, in letters not less than 
four inches in length, "oleomargarine sold here," or "but- 
terine sold here," which placard or sign shall be approved 
by the dairy and food commissioner of this state, or who 
shall Sell or deliver from any cart, wagon or other vehicle, 
upon the public streets or ways, oleomargarine, butterine 
or any similar substance, without having on the outside of 
both sides of said eatt, wagon or other vehicle a placard, 
in uneondensed gothic letters not less than three inches in 
length, "licensed to sell oleomargarine," or who. shall fur- 
nish or cause to be fumishd in any hotel, boarding-house, 
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restaurant or at any lunch counter, oleomargarine, batter- 
ine or any similar substance to any guest or patron thereof, 
without first notifying such guest or patron that the sub- 
stance so furnished is not butter, shall be punished as pro- 
vided in the last preceding section. 

Validity. See note to paragraph 24. It Is "within the nndoubtea 
power of the legislature to prohibit the sale of suhatances having the . 
aembiance of butter or cheere, but not wholly made from pure cream or 
milk, unless each package of such substance ehould have printed, 
Btamped or marked thereon, in the manccr prescribed by the statute, 
the name of each article used in, or enterirj into, the composition of 
such substance, and this power is possessed by the legislature over the 
sale of articles protected by letters patent as well aa of those not pro- 
tected:" Palmer v. State, 39 Ohio St. 237. 

Expose for sale. See note to paragraph 12. 

Notice. 'The provisions requiring notice are much like the corre- 
sponding clauses in cb. 412, Mass. acts, 1891, and have Ijeen held not to 
be in conflict with the federal statute authorizing the sale of oleomar- 
garine: Commonwealth v. Crane, 158 Mass. 318. 

Notice given by printed signs and on the bills of fare satisfies the 
statute; it need not be given, either orally or In writing, to each guest 
on every occasion when he is furnished with oleomargarine or butter- 
ine in the stead of iDutter; Commonwealth v, Stewart, 159 Mass. 113. 

Sale by agent. The Massachusetts statute in terras provides that the ' 
penalty imposed for the sale of oleomargarine which is not labeled as It 
prescribes shall be imposed whether the sale is made by the vendor or 
his agent. It is held not to be a defense to show that the sale by the 
agent of an unmarked package or quantity was made through inadvert- 
ence; a guilty intent is not an element In the offense: Commonwealth v. 
Gray, 150 Mass. 327. 

Oleomargarlns. The defendant In a prosecution for selling oleomar- 
garine from a wagon without having the placard required cannot escape 
liability because that sold by him is usually known ae oleomargarine, 
looks like pure butter and is not easily distinguished therefrom, and the 
other kind is dishonestly and designedly made in imitation of the best 
pure butter. The statute applies to alt kinds: Commonwealth v. 
Crane, 162 Mass., 606. 

14. Imitation butter and cheese in state institutions. 

[Section 46076^ Statutes of 1808.] Any person who shall 
knowingly or negligently buy or procure for use as food in 
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any of llie charitable, correotional or penal institutions of 
this state any butter or cheese not made wholly and directly 
from pure milk or cream, salt and harmless coloring mat- 
ter, shall be fined not exceeding fifty dollars nor less than 
twenty-five dollars for the first offense, and for each sub- 
sequent offense shall be punished by imprisonment in the 
county jail not more than ninety days nor less than ten 
days, or by fine not exceeding one hundred dollars nor less 
than fifty dollars, or by both fine and imprisonment

15. How marked. 

[Section 1, chapter 76, laws Qf 1899.] No person hy him- 
self or agent shall sell, exchange or deliver, or expose for 
sale, or offer for sale renovated butter, or butter which has 
been melted and its rancidity removed or masked, and 
which has been regrannlated, colored and prepared in imi- 
tation or in semblance of genuine creamery butter, unless 
the substance be marked distinctly on the outside of each 
and every package or parcel thereof by a label printed with 
the words "Renovated Butter," and without having on 
each and every open tub, package or parcel thereof a pla- 
card with the words "Renovated Butter," such placard or 
hrand in each case to be printed in plain, uncondensed 
gothic capitals not less than one inch long, and such pla- 
, card shall contain no other words thereon. 

16. Penalty. 

[Section 2, chapter 76, laws of 1899.] Any person who 
shall violate any of the provisions of this act [the preceding 
pai-agraph] shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction ■ thereof, be iined not less than twenty-five nor 
more than* one hundred dollars.

17. Penalty for. 

[SectiOD 4438?, Statutes of 1898.] Any person who stall 
sell, offer for sale, ship or consign cheese labeled with a 
false brand or label as to the quality of the article, or shall 
use any stencil or label furnished by the dairy and food 
torn raissi oner of this state and bearing the words "Wis- 
consin full cream cheese," otherwise than upon the bandage 
on the side of full cream cheese and upon the package con- 
taining the same, shall be punished by fine of not more than 
fifty dollars nor less than twenty-five dollars.

Any person owning or 
managing a dairy, the product of which is sold for family 
use, who shall feed his cows upon unwholesome food or 
keep them in unclean stables or handle the milk with un- 
clean utensils shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conTiction thereof be fined not less than twenty-five 
dollars nor more than one hundred dollars for the first 
offense, and not less tlianone hundred dollars nor more 
than two hundred dollars for each subsequent offense.

19. Wrohgfnl nse of milb, etc<s frandnlent accounts. 

[Section 1494((, Statutes of 1898.] Any butter or cheese 
manufacturer who shall knowinjily use or allow any other 
person to use for the benefit of himself or any other person 
than he who is entitled to the benefit thereof any milk op

30. Salo of unwholesome provisions. 

[Section 4590, Statutes of 1898.] Any person who shall 
knowingly sell any kind of diseased, corrupted or unwhole- 
some previsions, whether for meat or drink, without mak- 
ing the- same fully known to the buyer, shall be punished 
by. imprisonment in the county jail not more than six 
lUprths or by fine not exceeding one hundred dollars. 
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31. Sulo of adulterated articles; deflnltlons. 

[Section i600, Statutes of 1898.] Any person who shall, 
by himself, his servant op agent or as the servant or agent 
or any other person, sell, exchange, deliver or have in his 
possession with intent to sell, exchange, offer for sale or ex- 
change any drug or article of food which is adulterated, 
shall be fined not less than twenty-five dollars nor niore 
than one hundred dollars or be imprisoned in the couutv 
jail not less than thirty days nor more than four montti». 
The term "drug," as used in this section, shall include all 
medicines for internal or external use, r.ntiseptics, disin- 
fectants and cosmetics. The term "food," as used herein, 
shall include all articles used for food or drink bj man, 
whether simple, mixed or compound.

Pleading'; ignorance. It need not be alleged that the article sold 
was to be used as food. Ignorance of the adulteration Is not a defense: 
State T. Kelly, 54 Ohio St., 168. 

22. Adulteration, what Is. 

[Section 4601, Statutes of 1898.] An article shall be 
deemed to be adulterated within the meaning of the pre- 
ceding section : 

1. In the case of drugs : First, if, when sold under or by a 
name recognized in the United States pharmacopteia, it 
differs from tl-e standard of strength, quality or purity laid 
down in the latest current edition thereof; second, if when 
sold under or by a name not recognized in said pharma- 
copoeia, but which is found in the phaimacopa'ia of some 
other country, the national formulary or other standard 
work on materia medica, it differs materially from the 
standard nf strength, quality or piuily Inid down in the 
latest current edition of such work; third, if its strength, 
3 
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quality or purity falls below the professed standard nnder 
which it is sold. 

2. in tlie case of food : First, if any suhstance or sub- 
stances have been mixed with it, so as to lower or depreciate 
or injuriously affect its strength, quality or purity; second, 
if any inferior or cheaper substance or substances have been 
substituted wholly or in part for it ; third, if any raluable 
or necessary ingredient has been wholly or in part abstract- 
ed from it; fourth, it it is an imitation of or sold under the 
name of another article; fifth, if it consists, wholly or in 
part, of a diseased, infected, decomposed, putrid, tainted or 
rotten animal or vegetable substance or article, whether 
manufactured or not ; sixth, if it is colored, coated, polished 
or powdered, whereby damage or inferiority is concealed, 
or if by any means it is made to appear better or of greater 
value than it really is; seventh, if it contains any added 
substance o^ ingredient which is poisonous, injurious or 
deleterious to health, or any deleterious substance not a 
, necessary ingredient in its manufacture; provided, that the 
provisions of this or the preceding section shall not apply 
to mixtures or compounds Recognized as ordinary articles 
of food If the same be distinctly labeled as mixtures or com- 
pouuds,and from which no necessary ingredient in J;heir 
preparation is eliminated. 

Imitation. The sale o( liquid chicory and coffee as "liquid coffee" is 
within the statute: State v. Dreher, 55 Ohio St., 115. 

FharmacopcEla. The reference is to the edition in use when statute 
enacted; a higher standard required by a later edition will not render 
a sale unlawful: State v. Emery, 55 Ohio St.,-364. 

Scope of statute. Whisky, being recognized as a drug in the pbarma- 
copceia and its strength and purity being there given, is a drug within 
the meaning of the statute. The law is not limited in its application to 
the sale of drugs by druggists and pharmacists, nor to sales for medic- 
inal or pharmaceutical use, but extends to all persons without regard 
to their vocations, and makes no distinctions on account of the use in- 
tended to be made of toe article: State v. Hutchinson, 56 Ohio St., 82. 

"A sale of beer, as food, containing salicylic acid, without a label on 
the package notifying the purchaser that it contains such^an Ingredient, 
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Is, wben found to be poleonous or deleterious to healUi by Its coatinuous 

or Indiscriminate use b,3 a food," an offense agalas't the law; State t. 
Hutchinson, 55 Ohio St. 573. 

Pleading. The proviso In the preceding paragraph applies to it and 
the next preceding one, and ia not limited to any particular offense do- 
flned in Ihem. Hence, a negative averment of the facts within the pro- 
viso need not be made in charging an ottense; the facta may be proven 
under a plea of not guilty: State v. Hutchinson, 55 Ohio St, 573 

33. Caiinetl goods, labels on. 

[Section 4C01«, Statutes of 1898.] Any person who 
shall, by himself, his servant or agent or as the servant or 
agent of any other person, pack, can or preserve fi'uits, 
vegetables or other articles of food, or sell, excliange, de- 
liver or have in his possession with the intent to sell or 
excliange, or expose or offer for sale or exchange such 
canned articles, with the exception of goods brought from 
foreign countries, unless such articles be distinctly labeled 
with the grade or quality of the same, together with the 
name and address of the person, firm or corporation piuk- 
ing, canning or preserving the same, or the dealer who sells 
the same, shall be fined not less than tWenty-five dollars 
nor more than one hundred dollars, or be imprisoned in the 
county jail not less than thirty days nor more than four 
mouths, 
Expose tor sale. See note to paragraph 12, 

34. Label on baking powder. 

[Section 4601&, Statutes of 1898,]. Any peraon who 
aliall, by himself, his servant or ngent or by the servant or 
■ agent of any otlicr iwrson, make or manufacture baking 
|M>wder or any mixture or coniponnd intended for use as a 
baking powder, or sell, exchange or deliver, or have in his 
possession with the intent to sell or exchange, or expose or 
offer for sale or exchange such baking powder, or any mixt- 
ure or compound intended fdr use as a baking powder, 
which contains alum in any form or shape, unless the pres- 
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ence of the same be distinctly shown hy a label on the ont- 
Bide and face of which is printed with black ink in legible 
type, not smaller than brevier heavy gothic caps, the name 
and residence of the manufacturer and the words: 
"THrS BAKING POWDER CONTAINS ALUM," 
shall be punished as provided in the preceding section. 

Validity. A statute which provides that no person shall sell any lard 
or any article intended for use as lard which contains any ingredient 
but the pure fat of healthy awine, under any label bearing the words 
"rellned," "pure," "family," unlesa every package In which the article 
is sold Is marked "compound lard," has been sustained as valid by the 
supreme court of Iowa: State v. Snow, 47 N. W. Rep., 777, 

In Minnesota a statute which makes it a misdemeanor to manufacture 
for sale within that state, or to sell or offer to do so, baking powder con- 
taining alum, unless each package thereof Is labeled. "Tftls baking 
powder contains alum," has been sustained: Stoltz v. Thompson-, 46, N. 
W. Rep. 410. 

Bjrpoae for sale. See note to paragraph 12> 

35. Label on poisonous medicine. 

[Section 4601e, Statutes of 1898.] Any person ivho shall, 
by himsdf, his servant or agent or as the servant or agent 
of any other person, sell, exchange, deliver, or have in his 
possession with inteht to sell or exchange, or expose or of- 
fer for sale or exchange any medicine known as patent or 
proprietary, or of which the formula is kept secret by the 
manufacturer, which contains morphine, strychnine, co- 
caine or poisonous or narcotic alkaloid or drug, in any 
quantities which the state board of health shall deem 
harmful to the life or health of the public, unless the pres- 
ence of the same be distinctly shown by a label upon the 
bottle or package and upon the outer wrapper thereof, 
shall be punished as provided in section dSOlo. [Parar 
graph 23.] 

26. Sale of imit.ition honey. 

[Section 4607f, Statutes of 1898.] Any person who shall 
aeU or offer for sale honey or any imitation of honey which 
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is adulterated with glucose or any otiier substance, Vithout 
marking the package or parcel containing the same with the 
words "adulterated honey" in letters of not less than one- 
half inch length and proportionate breadth, and placing 
said words on the upper portion of the package or parcel 
containing such honey or imitation thereof, shall be pun- 
ished by fine not exceeding one hundred dollars nor less 
than ten dollars, or hy imprisoumeut in the county jail not 
more than six months nor less than ten days. 

27. Sale of diseased apiary, honey therefrom or appll- . 
ances used therein. 

[Section 4605«, Statutes of 1898.] Any owner of a dis- 
eased apiary, of honey made or taken from such an apiary 
or appliances taken from such an apiary who shall sell, 
barter or give away any such apiary, honey, appliances or 
bees from such apiary, expose other bees to the danger of 
contracting such disease or refuse to allow the inspector 
of apiaries to inspect such apiary, honey or appliances, 
shall be fined not less than fifty dollars nor more than one 
hundred dollars, or be imprisoned in the county jail riot 
less than one month nor more than two months. 

SS.'Sale, etc., of diseased meat; killing diseased animal, 
etc. 

[Section 4607(;, Statutes of 1898.] Any person who shall 
sell or expose for sale, or give away for use as food, or can 
or pack for the purpose of transportation to and sale in 
any market op place any unwholesome, stale, emaciated, 
blown, tainted, putrid or measly meat, or the flesh of any 
diseased animal or of any animal not slaughtered for the 
purpose of food, knowing or having good reason to believe 
that such meat is as above described, or tliat such flesh is 
the flesh of a diseased animal or of an animal not slaught- 
ered for such purpose, and any person or corporation own- 
ing or operating any slaughter-house or packing establish- 
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ment in this state who shall receive for the purpose of kill- 
ing, or kill, any diseased animal, or render the caroass of 
any animal that shall die by disease or in consequence of 
exposure, or that shall not have been slaughtered for food, 
knowing or having good reason to believe tliat such animal 
was diseased, or had died from disease or in consequence of 
exposure, or had not been slaughtered for food, such per- 
son shall be punished by imprisonjiient in the county jail 
not exceeding six months nor less than ten days, or by fine 
of not more than one hundred dollars nor less than ten 
dollars, or both, and such corporation shall be fined not 
more than five hundred dollars nor less than ten dollars. 

39. Standard for vinegar; sale of Impure. 

[Section 4607i, Statutes of 1898.] Any person who 
manufactures for sale or offers or exposes for sale as cider 
vinegar any vinegar which is not the sole product of pure 
apple juice, known as apple cider, or vinegar not made ex- 
clusively of said cider, or vinegar ihto which foreign sub- 
stances, drugs or acids have been introduced, or which con- 
tains any preparation of lead, copper, sulphuric acid, arti- 
ficial coloring matter or other ingredient injurious to 
health, or wlio, by himself, his servant or ageut, or as the 
servant or agent of any other person, shall sell, exchange, 
deliver or have in his custody or possession with intent so 
to do any adulterated vinegar, or who shall label, brand or 
sell as eider or apple vinegar any vinegar not the legitimate 
product of pure apple juice, or not made exclusively from 
apple cider, or any vinegar which shall not have an acidity 
equivalent to the presence of not less than four per centum 
by wight of absolute acetic acid, and in addition, in^he 
case of cider vinegar, not less than two per centum by 
weight of cider vinegar solids upon full evaporation over 
boiling water at two hundred and twelve degrees fahren- 
heit, and any manufacturer of vinegar in this state, and any 
person who reduces or re-barrels vinei^ar themn or who 
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handles vinegar in quantities of one barrel or more who 
shall fail to stencil or otht^rwise mark in black figures, at 
least one inch in length, on the head of each "barrel or 
package of vinegar manufactured, reduced, re-barreled, 
bought or sold by him, the standard strength of the vinegar 
contained in such barrel or package, which shall he denoted 
by the per centum of acetic acid therein, or who shall falsely 
mark such barrel or package shall he punished by fine not 
exceeding one hundred dollars nor less than ten dollars. 

Coloiiiig matter. It is competent for the legislature to make it a 
misdemeanor to add artificial coloring matter to vinegar, regardless of 
whether the matter added Ie injurious to the health of the conaumer or 
not: People v. Glrard, 73 Hun (N. Y.), 457. 

Where, In the manufacture of vinegar, low wine, formed from fer- 
mented grain, is, previously to its acetiflcation, passed through roasted 
malt, not tor the purpose of adding any substantial Ingredient to the 
vinegar, but for the purpose of giving it color as well as aroma and 
flavor, and without such treatment the vinegar would be colorless, the 
vinegar so produced contains artificial coloring matter: Weller t. State, 
53 Ohio St. 77. 

Stamp the strength. Sob note to paragraph 24. 

Validity. It is provided by a Michigan law (Public Acts of 1897, No. 
71), "that no person shall manufacture for sale, offer or expose for sale, 
sell or deliver, or have in his poasession with Intent to sell or deliver, 
any vinegar not in compliance with the provisions of this act. No vine- 
gar shall be sold as apple, orchard or cider vinegar which is not the 
legitimate product of pure apple juice, known as apple cider or vinegar 
not made exclusively of said apple ciaer or vinegar into which foreign 
substance, drugs or acids have been Introduced, as may appear upon 
proper tests, and upon said tests shall contain not less than one and 
three-fourths per cent., by weight, of cider vinegar solids upon full evap- 
oration at the temperature of boiling water." That "all vinegar made 
by fermentation and oxidation without the Intervention of distillation, 
shall be branded 'fermented vinegar,' with the name of the fruit or sub- 
stance from which the same Is made. And all vinegar made wholly or 
In part from distilled liquor shall be branded 'distilled vinegar,' and all 
of such distilled vinegar shall be free from coloring matter added during 
or after distillation, and from color other than imparted to it by distil- 
lation. 'And all fermented vinegar not distilled shall contain not less 
than one and three-fourths per cent., hy weight, upon full evaporation 
(at the temperature ol bolllns w&ter) at solids, contained in the fruit 
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or grain from wlilch sMd vinegar 1b lermented, and Baid vinegar eliall 
contain not less than two and a baU-teuths ol one per cent, ash o\- min- 
eral natter, the same being the product or the material from which said 
vinegar 1b manulactured. And all vinegar shall be made wholly from 
the fruit or grain from which it purports to be or Is represented to be 
made, and shall contain no foreign substance, and shall contain not less 
than four per cent., by weight, of absolute acetic acid." 

Under that law it was held, 1. That cider vinegar must contain the 
required quactlty of ash or mineral matter as well as the stated per 
cent, of cider vinegar solids. ~ 2. That the act could not be declared 
void aa beyond the police power of the state because it imposed an un- 
reasonable and arbitrary test, that t>eing a question tor the legislature. 
3. That it was not for the Jury or the court to detennine from expert 
chemical testimony whether the act was unreasonable. 4. That a per- 
son convicted of violating the act was not deprived of property without 
due process of law because he could not obtain a sample of the vinegar 
In question for analysis, be not being so prevented by any person con- 
nected with the prosecution, and the law not requiring that the accused 
be furnished with a sample. 5. That the law was violated by the sale 
of vinegar below the standard, though the seller wa-3 not aware of the 
fact that the vinegar sold was of thai character; People v. Worden 
Grocer Co., 77 N. W. Eep. 31E. 

30. Sale of impare ice; notice of place where Ice was 
cut. 
[Section 4607fe, Statutes of 1898.] No person or corpo- 
ration shall sell or offer for sale or cause the same to be 
done within this state, for domestic, culinary or drinking 
purposes, any ice which contains mud, decayed vegetation, 
animal or foreign matter or malarial substance. Every per- 
son or corporation offering ice for sale shall have posted 
on his or its wagons, in a conspicuous manner, the name of 
the place from which the ice so offered for sale was cut, 
harvested or manufactured, and all persons or corporations 
dealing in or handling impure ice, to be used for cooling 
purposes only, shall have their wagon so labeled. Any per- 
son who or corporation which violates any of the provisionB 
of this section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine uot.lesa 
than fifty dollars or more than one hundred dollars. ' ' ., 
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31. Coloring grain. 

[Section 4606, Statutes of 189S.] Any person who shall 
fumigate any barley, wheat or other grain by the use of 
sulphur or other substance, or shall in any way or by the 
use of any chemical, material or process affect the color or 
healthfuln^s of such grain, or who shall sell or offer for 
sale any such grain knowing that the same has been so 
fumigated or the color or the healthfulness thereof so af- 
fected shall he punished by imprisonment in the county 
jail nof more than one month or i^j fine not exceeding ^ty 
dollars.

32. Pare, standard of. 

[Section 1, chapter 234, laws of 1899.] No person, firm, 
association or corporation shall manufacture for sale, offer 
or expose for sale in this state, any flaxseed or linseed oil for 
other than food purposes, unless the same answers a chem- 
ical test for purity recognized in the United States pharma- 
copceia, or any flaxseed or linseed oil bb "boiled linseed oil" 
unless the same shall hare been put, in its manufacture, 
to a temperature of two hundred and twenty-fiye degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

33. Package containing oil to 1>e stamped. 

[Section 2, chapter 234, laws of 1899.] No person, flrm, 
association or corporation shall at any time, personally or 
by plerk or agent, sell, expose or offer for sale, dispose of 
or attempt to dispose of, any flaxseed or linseed oil unless 
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SO done under the true name of such oil, and unless eacli 
tank car, tank, barrel, keg, can or other vessel containing 
such oil has, at such time, distinctly and durably painted, 
stamped, stenciled or marked thereon, in ordinary full-faced 
capital letters, not less than five line pica in size, the true 
name titereuf in the words "pure linseed oil raw" or "pure 
linseed oil boiled," as the fact may be, and also the name 
and address of the manufacturer or dispenser thereof. 

34. Adulteration and false stamping. 

[Section 3, chapter 234, laws of 1899.] No person, firm, 
association or corporation shall, at any time, personally 01* 
by any clerk or agent, adulterate any "pure linseed oil raw" 
or "pure linseed oil boiled,"- by adding thereto any other , 
oil or substance or thing whatever, for the purpose or with 
the intent to sell, expose or offer for sale, such mixture or 
compound as the pure article, nor shall any person', firm, 
association or corporation, personally or by any clerk or 
agent, paint, stamp, stencil or mark any tank car, tank, 
barrel, keg, can or other vessel so as to falsely represent 
that it contains either "pure linseed oil raw" or "pure lin- 
seed oil boiled," nor so as to falsely represent the maau 
. facturer thereof, nor permit or suffer any such false paint- 
ing, stamping, stenciling or marking. 

35. Penalty for violation of law. 

[Section 4, chapter 234, laws of 1899,] Any person, firm, 
association or corporation who shall violate any of the pro- 
visions of this act shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than fifty dollars, nor more'than five hundred dollars, or 
by imprisonment in the county jail for not more than sis 
months. 

36. Duty of dairy and food commissioner. 

[Section 5, chapter 2"4, laws of IS!)!).] It is hereby made 
the duty of the dairy and food commisaioner to see that 
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tilt' provisions of tliia act are enforced, and personally or 
by his assistants, to inspect any flaxseed or linseed oil, 
made or offered for sale in this state, and any tanks, bar- 
rels, kejjs, cans or other vessels containing the same in this 
state which he may suspect or have reason to believe, fails 
to comply with the provisions of this act, and to prosecute 
or cause to be prosecuted, any person, firm, association or 
corporation, whom he may suspect or have reason to be- 
lieve, has violated any of the provisions of this act, which 
prosecution shall be conducted by the district attorney in 
the same manner as is now provided in case of the violation 
of the laws relating to the sale of impure, adulterated or 
counterfeit articles of food, or drink, or drug. . . , '

37. Proseentions for violations; notice to manufacturers, 
etc. 

[Section 8, chapter :!77, laws of IftOl.] Whenever the di- 
rector afoi-eeaid becomes w^nizant of the violation of any of 
the provisions of this act, he shall report such violations to the 
dairy and food commissioner, and said eomanissioner shall prose- 
cute the party or parties thus re]X)rted ; but it shall be the duty 
of said eomanissioner upon thus ascertaining any violation of 
sections two, thi^eo or four of this act, to forthwitli notify tiie 
manufacturer, importer or dealer in writing and give liim not 
less iJian thirty days tliereafter in which to comply with the re 
quirements of this act, but there shall be no prosecution in rela- 
tion to the quality of any concentrated commercial feeding stuff 
if tlie same shall be found substantially equivalent to the certi- 
fied sta-tement named in section two of this act.

The people of the State of WisconBln, represented In senate and as- 
sembly, do enact as toUoWs: 

Section 1. Milk which shall be drawn from cows that are kept in 
barns or stables which are not well lighted and ventilated, or that are 
filthy from an accumulation of animal refuse or from any other cause, 
or from cows which are themselves in a Blthy condition, and milk in 
or from cans or other utensils that are not kept in a clean and sani- 
tary condition, or milk to which has been added any unclean or un- 
sanitary foreign substance. Is hereby declared to be unclean and un- 
aanitary milk; provided, that nothing in this act shall be construed 
to prohibit the sale of pasteurized milk or cream to which vlscogen or 
sucrate of lime has been added solely for the purpose of restoring

to ndviEe the purchaser of its true character. 

Section 2. No person, firm or corporation, shall knowingly offer or 
expose for sale, or sell, or deliver for sale or consumption, or to any 
creamery or cheese factory or milk condensing factory, or have in hla 
possession with Intent to sell any unclean or unsanitary mllk.^ 

Section 3. No person. Arm or corporation, shall knowingly manu- 
facture for sale any -article of food from unclean or unsanitary milk 
or from crea^ from the same. 

Section 4. All premises and utensils employed tor the manufacture 
or sale or offering for sale of food products from milk or cream from 
the same which shall not be kept in clean and good sanitary condition 
are hereby declared to be unclean and uuBanltary. Any milk dealer or 
any person, firm or corporation, furnishing milk or cream to sncli 
dealer, or the employee of such milk dealer, and any person, firm or 
corporation or the employee of such person, firm or oorporatlon, who 
operates a creamery, cheese factory or milk condensing factory, or 
manufactures, re-works or packs butter tor sale as a food product, 
shall maintain his premises and utensils In a clean and sanitary con- 
ditloa. 

Section 5. Any person, firm or corporation, who receives any milk 
or cream In cans, bottles or vessels, \fhich has been transported over 
any railroad, or boat line, where such cans,- bottles or vessels are to 
be returned, shall cause the said cans, bottles or vessels to be emptied 
before the said milk or cream contained therein shall become sour, 
and shall cause said cans, bottles and veraels to be Immediately 
washed and thoroushly cleansed and aired. 

Section 6. Whoever violates any provision of this act shall, upon 
conviction thereof, be punished by fine of not less, than twenty-flve 
dollars bor more than one hundred dollars tor each and every offense. 
and. In default of payment thereof, shall be imprisoned In the county 
lall not less than thirty days nor more than slsty days. 

Section 7. This act Bhall take effect and be in force from and after 
Its passage and publication.

AN ACT to limit the number of copies ol the biennial report ol the 
dairy and food commlBsioner to ten thousand, and provide for the 
publication of quarterly bulletins by said commissioner. 
The people ol the State of Wisconsin, represented la senate and as- 
sembly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. In lieu of the twenty thousand copies of the biennial 
report of the dairy and food commissioner, as provided In section 335c, 
of the statutes of 1S9S, the number of copfes of the said biennial re- 
port of the dairy and food commissioner shall be ten thousand, and 
the said dairy and food commissioner may also, with the consent of 
the governor, and in accordance with the laws regulating the printing 
and publication of public documents or bulletins, prepare, print and 
distribute to Eucb persons as may be interested, or may apply there- 
for, a quarterly or semi-annual bulletin in suitable paper covers, con- 
taining results of inspections, results of analyses made by the chemist 
for the dairy and food commission, with popular explanations of the 
eame, and such other information as may come to him in hia offlclai 
capacity, relating to the adulteration of food, drug and drink products, 
and of dairy products, so tar as he may deem the same of benefit and 
advantage to the public; also a brief summary of the work done dur- 
ing the quarter by the commissioner and his assistants it^ the enforce 
ment of the dairy and food laws of the state, but not more than ten 
thousand copies of each sucli quarterly bulietin shall be printed. 

Section 2. Tliis act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 133. 

AN ACT to amend section 4601 of the statutes of 1898, relative to the 

ailulteration of drugs and foods. 
The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assem- 
bly, do enact as follows: 
Section 1. Section 4601 of the statutes of 1898 is hereby amended 
by striking out from the second paragraph of said section the follow- 
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Ing wordar "Provided, that the provisloas of this or the preceding sec- 
tion shall not apply to mixtures or compounds recognized as ordinary 
articles of food it the same be distinctly labeled as mixtures or com- 
pounds and from whicli no necesaary ingredient in their preparation 
is eliminated," where they are used at the end 'of said section and 
substituting therefor the following: "Provided, tliat articles of food 
which are laheled, branded or tagged in a manner showing their exact 
character and composition and approved by the dairy and food com- 
missioner ol the state, and not containing any poisonous or deleterious 
ingredient, shall not be deemed adulterated in the case of mixtures or 
compounds sold under their own distinct names or under coined names 
and which articles, tf substitutes, are not in Imitation of, or sold un- 
der the name of, any other article of food; and 

Provided furtlier. That nothing in this act shall be construed as 
requiring or compelling proprietors or manufacturers of proprietary 
foods to disclose their trade formulas except so far as may be neces- 
sary to secure freedom from adulteration, imitation or fraud," SO that 
Bald section, when so amended shall read as follows: 

Section 4601. An article shall be deemed to he adulterated within 
the meaning of the preceding section: 

1. In the case of drugs: First, If, when sold under or by a name 
n^cognized in the Unite'' States pharmacopoeia, it differs from the 

standard of strength, quality or purity laid down in the latest current 
edition thereof; second, it, when sold under or by a name not recog- 
nized in said pharmacopoeia, but which is found In the pharmacopoeia 
of some other country, the national formulary or other standard work 
on materia medica, it differs materially from the standard of strength, 
quality or pu^ty laid down in the latest current edition of such work; 
third. If its strength, quality or purity fails below the professed stand- 
ard under which it is sold. 

2. In the case of food: First, i( any substance or substances have 
been mixed with it, so as to lower or depreciate or injuriously affect 
its strength, quality or purity; second, if any interior or cheaper 
substance or substances have been substituted wholly or in part for it; 
third,, if any valuable or necessary ingredient has been wholly or In 
part abstracted from it; fourth, if it is an imitation of, or sold under 
the name of, another article; fifth, if it consists, wholly or in part, of 
a diseased, infected, decomposed, putrid, tainted or ratten animal or 
vegetable substance or article, whether manufactured or not; sixth. 
If it is colored, coated, polished or powdered, whereby damage or in- 
feriority is concealed, or if by any means it Is made to appear better 
or of greater value than It really is; seventh, if it contains any added 
substance or ingredient which is poisonous, injurious, or deleterious 
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to health, or any deleterious substance not a necessary ingredient In 
Its manufacture;

CHAPTER 144. 

AN ACT to provide an assistant chemist and additional food, milli 
dairy, cheese factory and creamery Inspectors tor the dairy and 
food commission. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in senate and as- 
sembly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. In addition to the provisions of section 1410 of tha 
statutes of 1898, the dairy and food commissioner may. with the advice 
and consent of the governor, appoint an assistant chemist for the dairy 
and food commission, when needed, who shall be paid not to exceed 
fifty dollars per month, in the same manner as the analytical chemist 
Is paid; he may also, with such advice and consent, appoint two agents 
for the inspection of foods, milk dairies, cheese factories and cream- 
eries, and to assist in the work of the dairy and food commission at 
such times and for such periods of time as may be required in the 
enforcement of the dairy and food laws. The compensation of each 
of said agents shall be three dollars per day for each day of actual 
service and his expenses to be audited by the secretary of state on the 
presentation of accounts approved by the dairy and food commissioner. 
In addition to the foregoing, the dairy and food commissioner may 
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appoint one expert agent or more lor the special inspection of cheese 
factories and creameries and so far as may be deemed practicable tltelr 
sources of supply, for such times and periods of time as may be deemed 
necessary, provided that no cost for compensation or travelins expenso« 
of said expert agents shall thereby be Incurred by the dairy and food 
commissioner. 

Section 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
Its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 187. 

AN ACT to provide for the collecting ot dairy statistics. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented In senate and assem- 
bly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. It shall be the duty of the assessor of each town, village 
and city, at the time of making the annual assessment of property, to 
collect dairy statistics as fallows: 

Of creameries: ' The number, the value thereof, the number of pat- 
rons contributory, the number of cows contributory, the number of 
pounds of milk received, the number of pounds of butter made, the 
amount of money received for products sold during the preceding 
twelve months; . 

Of cheese factories: The number, the value thereof, the number of 
persons contributory, the number of cows contributory, the numt)er of 
pounds of milk received, the number of pounds of cheese made, the 
amount of money received for products sold during the preceding 
twelve months; 

Of milk condensing factories: The number, the value thereof, the 
number of patrons contributory, the number of cows contributory, the 
numher of pounds of milk received, the number of pounds of condensed 
milk produced, the amount of money received for the produj^ts sold 
during the preceding twelra months; 

Of butter: The number of pounds made on farms, the value thereof; 

Of cheese: The number of pounds made on farms, the value thereof; 

Of milk: The number of gallons poid by producers other than that 
furnished or sold to creameries, cheese factories or condensed milk 
factories. 

And said assessor shall make duplicate certificates of such statistics, 
one of wHich he shall file In the office of the town, village or city clerk. 
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of his town, Tillage or city as ttae case may be, and the other, with the 
clerk of his couoty, on or before the first day of August of the same 
year. The county clerk shall, on or before the fifteenth day of AaKast 
,oI each year, forward to the secretary of state, to be kept In his office, 
A certificate of the asgregate number of each of aald Items or products 
In hl& county as ascertained and compiled from the certificates of said 



Section 2. It shall be the further duty of each said assessor at the 
aforesaid time, to make duplicate lists comprising the name and loca- 
tion of each creamery, cheese factory and milk condensing factory 
located in his town, village or city, and ttae name and postofflce address 
of each owner or manager thereof, and the name and postoffice address 
of each buttermaker or cheesemaker thereof. He shall file one of said 
duplicate lists in the ofBce of the town, village or city clerk of his town. 
Tillage or city, as the case may be, and the other with the clerk of his 
county, on or before the first day of August of the same year. The 
county clerk shall, on or before the fifteenth day of August of eaca 
year, forward to the secretary of state, a corresponding complete list 
for his county as ascertained from the lists of said assessors. 

For the purposes of this act, the term creamery or cheese factory, 
shall mean a creamery or cheese factory, in which the milk or cream 
from not less than three separate herds ol cows, Is manufactured into 
butter or cheese respectively. ' . 

Section 3. The secretary of state shall compile in suitable form the 
information by him received, as provided in the preceding sections, 
and certify the same to the dairy and food commissioner before the 
first day of September of ecah year. 

Section t. Th'e secretary of state shall prepare and furnish to the 
proper offlcera, all blanks and- Instructions necessary for carrying out 
the provisions of this chapter. 

Section B. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
Its passage and publication.

Ill total volume of dairy products, Wisconsin holds second 
place among tlie states of the Union. Within ten years tbo value 
of the total dairy products has increased 190 per cent. Our 
butter ranks high lai^ly for the reason that it is made by 
skilled buttermakers, only two states showing a larger pei-centr 
age of the factoiy-mado than of the faxmrmade, product. Hero 
the influence and the able management of the Wisconsin Dairy 
School is clearly shown, Wisiconsin cheese owes its character 
largely to the favorable climatic conditions which obtain in 
northern Wisconsin and in the lake coimties, where low and 
more constant temperatures prevail tof?ether with relatively 
high Iimnidity. In ton years Wisconsin has passed from sixth 
to fourth place in volumie of bntter production, Iowa being 
first, in 1900 producing 139,022,553 pounds, and Wisconsin pro- 
ducing 106,552,649 pounds. 

Basing an estimate upon the census for 1900, the eetimated 
values of Wisconsin dairy products for 1902 are as follows:

Cheese 9,038,000

Indnding the value of the by-products returned to the farms 
and estiraiated at ton dollars per cow, these figures bring the 
total revenue from the dairy industry to at least $55,000,000, 
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Tlie product of the Wisconsin cheese factories -will approxi- 
mate 90,360,000 pounds, and creamery butter, 74,000,000; 
while the butter produced upon farms, and which is not increas- 
. iug in anUDuut, may be taken at 44,750,000.

While the dry season of 1901, together with tlie low price of 
dairy products, checked tlio growth of the industry to a groat 
extent over the gi-oater poilion of the stato, the rapid advance 
in the nortltom portion more than ovtjrcame this tem,porary loss, 

Reports from norfhem Wisconsin, including the counties of 
Polk, Barron, Clark, Lincoln and Shawano are rapidly confirm- 
ing the opinions given in the extensive report made by Prof. 
W, A, Henry upon this region. It is to this area that we may 
look for future gains. Soil and climate are tmsurpassed, a va- 
riety of crops grow well and from the start and dairying is 
bound to become the chieff industry. These counties are fast 
being settled and the dairy cow is replacing the blackened stump 
upon the landscape. The settlere are mostly young men from 
the older states, intelligent, hardy and industrious. Modem 
methods are taken up at once and factory-made products, coflo- 
iimiiding higher prices are the result. These northern coimties 
furnish assurances of the continued prosperity of tJio dairy in- 
diisti-y of tlie state. 

Pactorics for the utilization of casein and by-products froni 
skiin-iniilk are being established in many parts of the country. 
Casein is in much demand for paper sizing. It is also being 

•Including city cows. 

t25,2iG farma derive 4w or more of tliclc Income from dairy products, but 
150,136 farms report dairy products, 
tlncludlng milk from city cows. 
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advocated as a food product in various combinations, with cocoa 
and starch and is made into biscuit. 

Little impetus has been p;iv6n to such industries in tJjjs state, ' 
largely for the reason that our fanners have intelligent ideas 
as to tlie feeding value of their skim-milk. Such factories 
thrive best where butter only is made and the prices paid have 
been about 10 cents per 100 lbs. The less skim-milk that is 
sold by famers at that price the wealthier they mil remain. 

The following ia a description of the casein manufacture as 
conducted at Bainbridge, N. Y,, (taken from Hoard's Dairy- 
man, July 4, 1902) : 

"The skim-milk which comes from the lower part of the sep- 
arator, is conducted to another part of the building and nm into 
lai^ tanks of a capacity of about 6,000 poundp each. After 
one of these tanks is full, the stream of milk is turned into the 
other, there being two of them-, and coagulation of the casein, is 
effected in the first tank while the second one is being 'filled with 
skim milk, and so on- for twenty-four hours a day, alternately. 
After the tank is full of skmi milk, a live steam pipe is turned 
into it and the steam is turned on. When the milk has reached 
a temperature of 120 d^^eea P., which is 'ascertained by the 
operator placing a thermometer in different portions of iJio tank, 
so as to bo sure that tho temperature is oqiializod in all parts of 
tlie tank, it is coagulated by adding one and a half or two gallons 
of commercial hydrochlorio acid, and stirring it with a large 
garden rake, until the coagulation has completely taken place, 
which requires about ten minutes. After this it is run into a 
large drying tunnel with a current of air at 140 deg. F., so as to 
dry the material as soon as possible. In this drying oiKsration 
it becomes slightly yellowish on tlie surface; but after tills ma- 
terial has been powdered, which process is effected by high-speed 
disintegrators (such as Jfoade's) it is almost pure white. After 
being powdered, it is sent up to the Casein Company's works 
at the other eaid of the town, where it is utilized in a number of 
ways." 

Efforts in the development of dairying in this state have been 
directed largely to the creameries." This is good, but does not 
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reach the foundation of tho work. Education must begin at the 
fanoB. 

Herds should he weeded out,, barns should bo uiado wann and 
should bo well lighted and ventilated, feed adjusted for more 
profitablo luilk production, and, lastly, tho milk pi"op6rly drawn 
and cared for. 

Minnesota has become pre-eminent in quality of its butter by 
education along this line. Tho Dairy Connnission of Iowa de- 
votes much time to this work and Illinois haa one inspector 
whose sole duty it is to visit dairy farms, test milk for tlie faniir 
ers and instruct tlioin in its care. 

If every dairy fanner would carefully exatnino his herd by 
weighing and measuring separately each coVs milk and testing 
its fj'j.i.lity with a Babcock tester, he would loam m.uch to his 
profit. In some instances lie would find that his favorite cows 
were not earning their feed and were being kept at a loss. One 
loss discovered will more tlian pay for the little and cheap appa- 
ratus needed. When a tester is once acquired, the farmer can 
chock losses in many directions by its use. He can see what fat 
ho loses in his skim milk and can know Uiat he is properly paid 
for tho milk ho sells. If he makes butter at homie he will soon 
abandon setting milk in pans to cream and will own a hand sep- 
arator. These things he will do when he sees that in this way 
lie will be ra-oney ahead. 

Warm, vMitilated stables and well balanced rations are neces- 
sary to large milk production. June conditions should be pro- 
vided as nearly as may be done. Succiilont food is necessary 
to retain the full flow of milk, 

A careful study has demonstrated that profitable dairying in 
tlio older portions of the state, where land values are high, can- 
not result from grazing alone, but only by furnishing a continu- 
ous supply of succulent foods throughout the dry season of sum- 
mer and far into the winter. 

The silo has evolved tlirou'gh this need and in spite of the cost 
it is steadily coming and paying its way. 

Green forage crops at least shoidd be provided to follow the 
spring pasturage. Winter rye, com, oats or peas may be s&- 
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leetod. T]io latter two may with advantage be grown, together. 
Tliis feeding must not 1x3 neglected until the shrinkage in iiiilk 
has taken place. The flow of milk can bo siistained but not 
Ijroiight back. Feeding should begin early and continue 
throughout Uie dry summer months. Concentrated feeds are 
used to beet advantage only in connection with the above motli- 
ods. 

Good butter cannot be made from poor milk, no matter how 
good the butler maker. 

The cattle should be kept clean by the use of suitable stalls ; 
but when this is not done they should be cleaned and washed 
locally before milking. The milking should be done in a clean 
place as free as possible from dust and odors. 

Tlie milk should be aerated and cooled as rapidly as possible. 
This may be easily and cheaply done by placing the can in cold 
water and stirring by moving up and down a plunger made by 
soldering a disc of tin to a handle long enough to reach the bot- 
tom of the can. 

Bitter faints will occasionally develop, Frequently these 
may be traced to a single cow and the bulk of the milk saved 
from contamination. Creamerymen should discuss tbeee mat- 
ters at meetings and the majority of patrons will see the benefits 
and insist that all use uec care or that bad milk ia refused. 

WISCONSIN CHEESE INDUSTRY. 

The stifling of the filled cheese industry and the prepress in 
manufacturing has brought Wisconsin cheese on a par with the 
Canadian product in Great Britain. In betterment of quality 
and economy of manufacture much may still be accomplished. 

Extensive improvements have been made by individuals in 
the establishment of cold storage rooms. It is to be desired that 
smaller factories combine for the erection of similar stations, 
Babeoct and Russell have shown the advantages of curing at low 
and even temperatures. Among others may be enumerated, — 
uniformity of product, diminution of loss, improvement of qual- 
ity and mild flavor. 
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Paraffin dipping has also boon introduced with mnicli success 
in checking shrinkage and in the prevention of mold. 

American chc«8o of liigh quality lias boon manufactured in 
fajicy and convenient fonns in individual cases with much aiic- 

0083, * 

A vast ajuount of work must still be done JKiforo we shall have 
clean cheese factories. Factory sanitation is much neglected 
and as long as unsanitary conditions remain, so long will there 
be trouble from puffy and poisonous pi-Oiliiets. Old, rotten wood- 
work and floors must go. Tight floors must be substituted. If 
wood is used the lumber must be sound and the joints leaded or 
painted when laid. Cemiont flooi-s are comparatively cheap and 
liavo their advantages but imist be above the surface and undor- 
drajned. The utensils ra\i9t be thoroiighy cleaned and steril- 
ized daily with boiling water or steam. 

The disposal of who/ and washings is the hardest problem, at 
factories. The most economical and satisfactory meliiod thus 
far suggested is advocated by Prof, Smith of Ontario and pub- 
lished in the Report of the Wisconsin Cheese Makers' Associa- 
tion for 1902, It consists of a small septic tank whereby most 
of the organic matter is destroyed through bacterial action, to- 
getiier with a system of subsoil drainage. This method should 
prove satisfactory in sandy and gravelly districts. Unless some 
effective miethod of dispostng of this waste is adopted, polluted 
well water frequently results, and yet one of the essentials of 
good cheeseniiaking is a pure water supply. 

The manufacture of Swiss, brick, Limberger and !tfeufehate] 
cheese has reached much importance. The Wisconsin Dairy 
School is now equipped and prepared for instruction in all these 
branches. 

The Swiss cheese industry, which had its inception when a 
little colony of Swiss settled in Greon County over fifty years 
ago, has de^'eloped until that county alone has over 243 factories 
and the output of 500 factories reaches 15,000,000 lbs, annually, 
contributing materially to the pi-osperity of that portion of the 
state. 

It has been stated by good authority that Wisconsin produces 
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threo-iifths of all tlio fancy cheese produced in the United 
States, thus leading all the other states in this product. New 
York is second with one-third. 

NEEDS OF THE COMMISSION. 

This commission was organized, .through the efforts of the 
State Dairymen's Association and the dairy interests, in 1889, 
for the pui-pose of protecting that important industry from 
fraudulent competition, and to secure the delivery of unadulter- 
ated milk at the factories. The force was accordingly made suf- 
ficient to cope with the work at that time which covered only the 
enforcement of the dairy and vinegar laws. 

Since the organization of the Commission the dairy industry 
lias increased tliree-fold, reaching an annual production, includ- 
ing by-products, of $55,000,000, and the demands upon, the de- 
partment ha.ve become correspondingly larga In addition, the 
Oommission has been charged with the enforcement of food ^ws 
covering all substances nged for food or drink, the la^\% govern- 
ing the sale of drngs, linseed oil, colored grain, impure ice, and 
adulterated cattle feeds. 

The nmnher of groceries in the city of Milwaukee alone is 
SOO; the number in the state, including the general stores, is 
C,000. Tlie number of city dairies is estimated at 150. The 
num.ber of retail dealers in oleomargarine approximates 800, 
which does not include the hotels; boarding houses and restau- 
rants requiring inspection under the law and which it is esti- 
mated cannot be less than 4,500. 

In order to properly cope with this greatly increased work, 
the time of at least one inspector would bo occupied during the 
season in ferreting out the fraudulent sales of oleomargarine in 
liotels and restaurants and in stores where it is sold, and, dur- 
ing the summer months, when there is less incentive to fraud in 
the above direction, his time would bo occupied in. the inspection 
of the milk supplies of the various cities of the state. 

If the inspection of factory milk is continued along the same 
lines that it has in the past, the demand is such that two men 
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will be constantly needed at this work. But if the inspection, is 
to bo widcoied in its scope, as the necessities of the case ah-eady 
nxjiiiie, so as to Itoep paeo witli the work already being done by 
our innnodiatcly surrounding neighbors, and with a view to pro- 
tecting the public against unclean and oven poisonous dairy 
pi*oducfs, then a much larger number of competent inspectors is 
required. 

Instructora are now sent out under Iho auspices of tlie State 
Dairymen's Association covering work similar to the above, but 
educational in its scope. 

It would seem that factory inspection and instniction could 
be with economy combined. 

Thus far no action has been taken toward the enforcement of 
the drug laws nor the food laws with reference to beverages, liq- 
uors and confectionery. Such work as has been undertaken has 
been done largely through the assistance and co-operation of the 
Wisconsin "Wholesale Grocers' Association. 

Th^ grocers of the state are fully up to the average of other 
iiicrehants and citizens in morality and resent, with some degree 
of justice, prosecution for the sale of food products about which 
they have no ready way of obtaining information and against 
which they have not been warned. 

It would seem that the most effective and rational way of en- 
forcing the food law would be by thorough inspection of the 
stores, explaining to the merchants the scope of the laws and 
stating specifically what goods are salable and what are not, fol- 
lowing this shortly by other visits to see that the warnings have 
been heeded. After such inspection and warning, prosecutions 
can bo made in the interests of the people as a whole and with- ■ 
out injury to any. 

To accomplish this work at least four food inspectors will be 
needed. 

The work in the chemical laboratory consists in the chemical 
and microscopical examination of the numerous food and dairy 
pn>ducts, purchased by the inspectors, and in the sanitary analy- 
ses of waters demanded by the State Board of Health and local 
health officers. This work has increased correspondingly with 
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the legislation covering it and it is imtperative that the labora- 
tory equipment and force be extended to meet it Thia would 
necessitate the expenditure of not to exceed $1,000 upon appa- 
ratus and equipment and the addition of an assistant chemist 
at a reasonable salary, 

ADDITIONAI- LEGISLATION NEEDED. 

Tlie following changes and additions are respectfully re«oni- 
memded : 

1. As the food laws are stringent and merchants are held re- > 
sponsible for the goods they sell, the state sbould make reason- 
able efforts to warn grocers against firms offering adulterated 
goods for sale. The biennial report of this departmeait is al- 
most useless for this purpose as it reaches the merchants, if at 
all, long after the adulterated goods have been placed upon tlie 
market 

The most feasible method for serving these notices and keep- 
ing merchants in touch with the department has proved to be 
the issuance of periodical bulletins in pamphlet form. It is, 
tlierefore, recomimended that the number of biennial reports be 
reduced from 20,000 to 10,000 copies, all of which should bo 
bound- in cloth, and that in lieu of the other 10,000 copies of tlie 
report, provision be made for the publication of quarterly, bul- 
letins for immediate distribution to the merchants of the stata 
, 2. This department ■ is required by law to furnish state 
brands or stencils to factories manufacturing full creajn cheese. 
After furnishing such stencils, no restrictions are placed upon " 
theiu use or transfer. In order that some control may be ef- 
fected, and also that a correct census of the dairy industry may 
be kept by this department, factories and creameries should be 
required by law to report to this commission their names, post 
office addresses, capital invested, number of patrons, number of 
cows contributory, amount of milk received, and annual product 
■\vith the cost of manufacture and gross receipts. 

Such a bill was passed by the legislature of 1899, but failed 
to receive the endorsement of the esecutiva

3. When tho eoKi'mission was established, it was given force 
enough to contral the sale of oloo margarine nnd to do the limited 
dairy inspection required. Since that time the dairy industiy 
has trebled. Laws governing all food and drug producta have 
been cnaiited. No corresponding provision lias been made for 
their enforraonent. Thorougli and frcf|\iont inspection of gro- 
eeries, general stores and dairies is iiny)erativo if these laws are 
to ho effectiva If this work is. to be placed upon a par with 
that carried on in neighboring states, the department should 
liavo at least five food inspectors and the chemist should have a 
eompotont assistant 

This appeal cannot bo disregarded without a continued neg- 
lect of worlt Uiat should propea-ly be done by the dopartmeint^ 

4. Attention was called in the last report of Conmiisa.ioncr 
Adains to a serious defect in tlie wording of the 'general food 
law. He says : "Tlie pure food law of the state, after defin- 
ing tlie word food as used in Uie act prohibiting adulteration, 
with a series of particulars determining of what adulteration 
shall consist, makes an exception to the law in the following pro- 
viso: '-'Provided that the provisions of this or the preceding 
section shall not apply to raixturos or compounds recognized as 
ordinary articles of food if the same be distinctly labeled as 
mixtures or compounds and froiji which no n^eoessary ingredient 
in their preparation has been eliminated.' The question is con- 
stantly recurring, 'Wliat is recognizini as an ordinary' article of 
food V " If a commonly adulterated food is an ordinary article 
of food, this clause practically nullifies the law prohibiting adul- 
teration. 

The law in reference to this proviso should be amended as 
follows: Provided that articles of food which are labeled, 
branded or tagged in a manner showing their exact character 
and composition and approved by the Dairy and Food Commis- 
sioner of the state, and not containing any poisonous or deleteri- 
ous ingredients, shall not be deemed adulterated in the case of 
mixtures or compounds sold under their own distinct names or 
under coined names, and which articles, if substitutes, are not 
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in imitation of or sold under the namio of any othea* article of 
food, and provided further tlist nothing in this act shall be con- 
strued as requiring or compelling proprietors or manufacturers 
of proprietary foods to disclose their trade fommilaa, except in 
so far as may lie noffCRsary to sociirc freedom from adulteration, 
imitation or fraud.

NEAELY EVKBY ABTICI.E Of FOOD ADULTERATED. 

Men cannot be made honest by law, but law can make dishon- 
esty pay a penalty ivhen it steals the livery of honest products 
to serve a dishonest purpose. In every civilized land, and in 
a few where civilization is not as radiant as in our own, fierce 
competition and unbridled greed have undertaken to profit by 
the adulteration of nearly every article of food used by the hu- 
man family. As in every other department of human effort, 
there has been wonderful progress during the last half century. 
The clumsy wooden nutmeg of Connecticut, that even a police- 
man miight detect^ has given way to artificial eggs which no hen 
would rect^nize, and to artificial butter that neve*" knew milk. 
The universal demand for cheap things brings a supply. Wheat 
flour is adultera,ted with com flour ; buckwheat wi(t wheat nmd- 
dlings. Vermont maple syrup is made that never saw Vermont, 
and is made from the sap of trees that grow in the heart of Chi- 
cago. Glue6se has detlironed cane syrup. Cider vinegar is dis- 
tilled from grain. A good portion of the strained honey of 
comlmerce never protUiecd any strain upon the bees. Milk is 
robbed of its cream, filled with lard and sent all over the world 
to ruin the reputation of American cheese. Borax and formal 
dehyde go into milk to kill babies and weaken invalids. Oys- 
ters are partially embalmed with chemicals. Lemon extracts 
are made without lemon oil and vanilla extracts without vanilla. 
The bogs of tlie North compete mth the cheap ootton-aeed oil of 
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the South and mix in the same tub under the banner of lard. 
Artificial smoke is made for hams out of poisonous drugs. Jel- . 
lies cfilored in imitation o£ the natural fruits and sold as fruit 
jellies flood the market, although they are almost as destitute of 
■ fruit juice as a bar of pig ir&n. The embnlmjed beef business 
has been exaggerated, but we do not need any either for soldiers 
or civilians. Canned fruit is preserved mth antiseptics whidi 
delay the digestive processes. Baking powders under mialead- 
ing names crowd the markets. Spices enriched with pepper 
hulls and ground cocoanut shells are manufactured and sold by 
the ton. The close partnership which has existed for so many 
years between coffee and chicory does a .thriving business in 
many states under tlie firm name of coffee. Cheapness is se- 
cured by these adulterations and false labeling, but the people 
are defrauded. 

IMPORTANT TO EVERT MAN, WOMAN AND CHILD. 

In round nunubers there are 15,000,000 families in the 
United . States. The annual grocery bill of each family is at 
least $130. This would make the total annual expenditure of 
the people of this country for food products, exclusive of meats, 
$1,950,000,000. The August issue of the British Food Jour- 
nal contains an article upon 'Statistics of Food Adulteration,' by 
Cecil H. Cribb, B. S. F. I. C, in which authorities are quoted 
showing that the United Kingdom eonsumes annually $800,- 
000,000 worth of food products, exclusive of meat and sugar. 
The population of the United States is nearly double that of 
Great Britain and Ireland and the fact is recognized by all sta- 
tisticians that our people pay more per capita for food than 
those of any other nation. The estimate made of the value of 
food products consumed here is certainly less than the correct 
amount If Uie value of the food annually consumed ap- 
proaches $2,000,000,000 in amount the people of this country 
spend at least $300,000,000 for food products that are mixed 
with cheap or injurious adulterants or sold under misleading 
names. 
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The food question is a serious one. It is important to every 
man, woman and child in the land. It concerns the public 
Iiealth, It touches tlie public pocket Pure food laws are de- 
signed for 'the protection of both. Their necessity has lieen 
recognized by every European government, with. England lead- 
ing in 1875, Every American state has pure food laws except 
Wyoming and Arizona. These laws are not class legislation, 
as their eaiemies contend, Tliey axe primarily for the benefit 
t>f consumers, who include all classes. Incidentally they help 
the producers of honest article-s of food. Beyond question they 
ai'o oppressive to men who try to get som;etliing for nothing 
and whose love for a dollar is greater than tlieir regard for the 
public hoatlh. It is not fiction that unhealthy adulterants- a,re 
used in nuany food products. , Under the labels of "Freezino," 
"Preservaline," "Lirjuid Sweet," "Liquid Smoke," "Rosaline," 
rind other fanciful names, they are manufactured by hundreds 
of tons, placed in every market in the United States, shipped 
to foreign countries in immense quantities and advertised witli 
a skill and eifectiveness that compels public attention. One 
firm in New York, with a branch in Chicago, sent to Aus- 
tralia during the last year 150 tons of preservaline, a large 
portion of which was used in the butter which that country 
shipped to England. These mixtures aro antiseptics and con- 
lain horacic acid, formaldehyde and sulphide of soda. They 
are used to preserve milk, cream., buttor, oystea-s, fish, canned 
goods and meat They axe of a poisonous ehai-acter, and their 
introduction into a food delays or stops the digestive process. 
France prohibits the use of tliese preservatives in all domestic 
wines, except those exported. Germany has the same- regula- 
tion of the manufacture of beer. England prohibits the usq 
of deleterious antiseptics. 

DANGEROUS TO T£!K rUBI.IC HEALTH, 

In 180.') the French government submitted to the Academy 
of Medicine an inquiry about the use of salicylic acid in food. 
A thorough investigation was made and a report submitted 
which concluded as follows: 
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1. It is estiiiiatod by inftdical observation that small doses 
of Balieylio acid repeated daily for long periods of tame are 
able to cause notable disturbances of bealli, in tlie case of cer- 
tain impressionable persons, and in tlie case of those whose kid- 
neys or digestive tract are not in perfect order, 

2, Therefore, iJio a<l(Iition of salicylic acid or ite dorivativea, 
even in the most minute amounts, to foods, solids or liquids, 
should not bo authorized. 

l>r. H. W. Wiley, chemist of the Department of Agricul- 
ture at Wasbington, condemns the use of preservatives in food. 
Every aggressive dairy commissioner in, the United States 
occupies the same jwDsition. IJr. A. B. Prescott ajid Prof. O, 
('. Vaughn, directors of the laboratory of hygiene, University 
of Michigan, testified before Senator Mason's committee in 
Oiiicago that preservatives containing boracio acid and fomilal- 
flehyde were distinctly dangerous to the public health wlien 
used in food products. Dr. Morrison, health commissioner of 
Indianapolis, recently made ninety testa of the effect of pre- 
sci-vatives upon the digestive process, lie found that it intei^ 
fered "Seriously with anira,al digestion, and that when intro- 
duced into an artificial digestive ferment, it retarded the pro- 
cess of digestion from one to two hours. 

Healthy people can stand considerable poison and survive 
the consumption of indigestible food, but babies and invalids, 
of which we have several millitais in this ooimtry, who arc 
quite dear to us, should be protected by stringent laws from the 
dangerous greed of men who are willing to trifle with hunmn 
life in order to make money. P'ecently, in a Wisconsin city, 
an infant was treated for six weeks by a skilled physician, who 
was puzzled by an oliscure malady. Finally he caused a test 
to be made of the cow's milk used by the child. It was found 
to contain boracic acid. The milk was dianged and tlie diild 
i-coovcred, although it had been at the point of death. 

Dr. S. M, Babcock, of Wisconsin university, tlio famous 
originator of the Babcock tost for milk, whoee reputation as a- 
chemist readies beyond the limits of the United States, is im- 
qualified in his condemnation of the food preservatives upon 
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tlie market. Gov, W, D. Hoard, the president of this con- 
grees, who for years has occupied the higlieat place ^amiong the 
dairy authorities of the world, has vigorously and effectively 
defended the laws which prohibit their use. They are not 
necessary in clean, honest business. No other kind of busi- 
ness is entitled to ihe protection of law. Preservatives put a 
premium upon mieleanliness and carelessness. There is se- 
rious need of legislation to prohibit their use. They, are pro- 
hibited by specific acte in Wisconsin, Connecticut, Ohio, Mas- 
sachusetts and New York. 



THE TAEMER AND THi: GEEAT INFLUENCK. 

The force which has been behind most of tlie pure food legis- 
lation of the United States ft>r the last fifteen years has been 
the farmer. Since he engaced in the brutUe for honest foo<l 
products most of our pure food legislation has been enacted, 
The dairy commissions of the sevM-al states have been brought 
into life because the farmers demanded not only laws, but tJie 
machinery to enforce them. When tbe American farmer is 
roused he keeps everybody busy. He may be childish some- 
timee, but nobody accuses him of being weak when he stirs 
liis class to action in a movement that is right. The Amjerican 
farmer can get along without flattery. He ought not to get 
along without justice. He sometimes nods and sleeps over pub- 
lic questions, but when he goes at it in earnest, to take a hand 
in their settlement, political rings are broken, unwise political 
bosses go up in the air, golden collars become a rope of sand 
and popular judgment is crystallized into law. FarmerB in 
different sections of the oountry may have temporary aberrar 
tion of mlind and take up fads exploited by agricultural dema- 
gogues that are prejudicial to the public good. They may 
somietimies be led into unreasonable denunciation of wealth, 
of political parties, of courts and of other classes, but the great 
bulk of farm judgment today is stronger and better than it 
ever was, because it is more intelligent. It can be relied upon 
if it can be secured. The farmers besieged congress and fairly 
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compelled that body to pass the oleomai^arine IS.w of 1886. 
It was charged them, aa it is now, that that act vras class legis- 
latioQ. It was an act to prevent the deetnietion of the great 
butter industry of this oonntry by a business wliich depends 
for its success upon deceiving the public. If that act had been 
- class legislation, would not the oleomai^arine interest wliich 
Was aggrieved by it have used the money, of which it had an 
ample supply, to secure legal talent which would have com- 
pelled a favorable decision from the courts, if it had a good 



OLEOMARGABINGj ITS DECEIT AND ITS EIOIITS. 

Oleomargarine laws have berai upheld by the courts, not be- 
cause they help farmers, but because they prohibit the deliv- 
ery to a man who buys and pays for butter of something whidi 
is not butter. The dairy industry of the United States is of 
sufficient importance to be gracefully accorded any benefits 
which may come from the prohibition or limitation of a fraud 
in trade. 

The butter product of this country has an estimated annual 
value of $300,000,000. All of the silver, gold and iron pro- 
ducts of the country for two yeara could be bought with the 
product of the chum for a single year. Not only that, but the 
cow leaves beiiind her farms which are richer in fetrtilify, and 
farmers richer in the knowledge whidi' the mysteries of her life 
and product compel. The dairy industry of this country has 
renovated hundreds of thousands of farms and hundreds 
of thoaisands of farmers. It lias revolutionized the agriculture 
of my own State, as it has Iowa, and as it will Minnesota, Illi- 
nois and Michigan. It is the enemy of farm mortgages, the 
friend of the merchant, manufacturer and men of all classes, 
except those who imitate the product and claim a God-given 
right to copy the form of that product and steal its color. Only 
the limitations of State and Federal constitutions should re- 
strict the laws that hamper tho traffic in counterfeit butter. 

Oleomargarine has its rights. It has a right to bo composed 
of lard, beef' fat and cotton seed oil. It has a right to be sold 
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under its own name and color, if not injurioijs to the public 
health. It has a right to be manufactured at a oost of 8 cents 
l>er pound "and retailed for 20 ceaits per pound, but it has no 
right to orawl into mairkets in the clothing of a more oostlj 
product. The law of 1886 taxed oleomargarine 3 cents per 
pi)und. It ahonld have been taxed 10 cents per pound. The 
small tax was accepted because the act provided for the brand- 
ing of packages and thus guaranteed to first purchasers a knowl- 
edge of what they bought No matter what is clainiied by the 
friends or enemies of the oleomargarine interest, this tax has 
greatlv restricted the oleomai^arine output. Eighty-seven 
million pounds were manufactured last year. Untraminjelcd 
by Federal law, the product would have bean five times that 
amount But the law has been ineffective in this: the patron 
of the restaurants, boarding houses and hotels where oleomar- 
giirine is used cannot be informed as to what he is getting by 
labels upon original packages. He calls for butter and gets a 
cheap counterfeit. While stamped by the govenuuent, the 
actual consumer is deceived. The simple fact is that the great 
bulk of the oleomargarine product is eaten as and for butter. 

BUTTEE M.4.Y BE POOH, BUT IT IS HONEST. 

It is said that good oleomai-garine is better than poor butter. 
This is not dispufBd, But poor butter does not fool anybody. 
It may be poor and not very respectable, but it is honest. It 
advertises its own deplorable oandition. It may look weak, bit 
even to the delicate senses of an oleomargarine advocate its 
divorcement from the breath of new-mown hay and the scent of 
clover blossoms is most complete. 

It, is charged that the fanners of the country are leagued to- 
gethei- to prevent poor men from getting cheap substitutes for 
butter. Poor men do not chai^ this, but the impassioned law- 
yers of the oleomai^arine manufacturers do in their appeals 
to State and National legislatures. Farmiers have not been 
very conspicuous in schemes to injure poor men. Most of 
them at one time or another have occupied positions in that 
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class. Many of the gentlemen who nin ooimterfeit butter fac- 
tories are undoubtedly charitable and take genuine pleasure in 
relieving human want. Their distress about the imipoverish- 
mont of the laboring classes through the purchase of genuine 
butter may bo sineore. Two tilings they may not know. One 
is tliat the man who eats Oileoraargarine pays nearly or quite 
a butter price for it, and the other is that a poor man, above 
all oLiicrs, having but littl.j and buying but little, wants that 
little good. 

An effort has been made to array the dairymem. of the coim- 
try in opposition to the stockmen upon this question. In this 
all qiiestions of public policy are left out and only class inter- 
ests considered. Accepting this basis of argument, of what 
avail will it be to the stockmen to have oleomargarine sold im- 
I'Gstrioted, dairynr^n driven out of business by tens of thou- 
sands, and these thousands of energetic men with their millions 
of .capital employed in the stock business, increasing the sup- 
ply of cattle, hogs and sheep and thereby diminishing the 
price? Whatever strikes an imwarranted blow at one legiti- 
mate farm interest hurts all. "Farmers should stand together 
in defense of oleomargarine legislation, . first, because they 
should be good citizens and loyal supporters of laws to pre- 
vent dishonesty in trade; and, second, because the oleoniEr- 
garine industry as conducted is a serious mienace to the agri- 
cultural interest. 

' " NO ONE HAS A RIGHT TO DEPEAUD. 

The necessity of pure food l^slation, as applied to oleomar- 
garine, is recognized by thirty-two States which have prohib- 
ited the manufacture and sale of that article when colored in 
imitation of yellow butter. Massachusetts has furnished the 
model for these laws. The Supreme Court of the United 
States has declared them to be constitutional. In that decision 
the following opinion is rendered; 

We are of the opinion that it is within the power of a. State 
to exclude from its markets anv compound manufactured in 
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another State, which has been, artificially colored or adulterated 
so aa to cause it to look like an article of food in general use, 
and tlio sale of which may, by reason of such coloration or 
adiiltoration, cheat the general public into purdiasing tliat 
which they may not intend to buy. The .Constitution of the 
United States does not secure to anyone the privilege of de- 
frauding the public. The deception against which the statute 
of Massachusetts is aimed is an offense against society; and 
the States are as competent to protect their people against such 
offenses or wrongs, as they - are to protect them against the 
' crimes or wrongs of more serious character. And this protec- 
tion may be given without violating any right secured by the 
National Constitution, and without infringing the authority of 
the general government. A State enactment forbidding the 
sale of deceitful imitations of articles of food, in general uat' 
among the people does not abridge any privil^^ secured to cit- 
izens of the United States, nor, in any sense, interfere with 
the freedom of commerce among the several States. 

This judgment seems to be unassailable. It includes Judge 
Harlan'a famous statement that the Constitution of the United 
States does not secure to anyone the privilege of defrauding 
the public. Eveiy defender of oi^anized iniquity, when hurt 
by State legislation, gets noisy about the rights guaranteed him 
by the ^National Constitution. When aiflicted by Federal law 
he becomes a violent advocate of the State rights guaranteed 
by that same Constitution. Judge Harlan, in one sentence, 
clears an atmosphere befo^ed with sophistry, with special 
pleading, with glib talk masquerading in the forms of consti- 
tutional argument and the bitter wailings of men claiming in 
fact that one of the inalienable rights of an American citizen 
is the right to defraud another American citizen. 

Pennsylvania prohibited without qualification the manufac- 
ture and sale of oleoniai^arine. Kew Hampshire required that 
it be colored pink. The Supreme Court of the United States 
declared both laws unconstitutional. The decision was well 
crounded if the question of wholesomeness was not entertained. 
If the nee of oleomargarine ia not inimical to the public health, 
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its sale should not be restricted in the markets, if sold under its 
own name and color, any mBre than the sale of jackknives or 
Derhy hats. Oleomargarine l^slation mnst be upon reason- 
able lines. Unfair laivs to protect farm interests are worse 
than no laws. They aliCTiate men who think, and the farmers 
will never be so strong that tliey can afford to ant-agonize sound 
public judgment 

The wholesomeness of oleomargarine is a disputed question. 
In foreign hospitals its use is proliibited. Hygienic atithor- 
ities declare it to he less digestible than butter. Samples have 
been analyzed by the chemist of the Agricultural department 
of Tfew York which contained from 5 to 12 per cent, of paraf- 
fine. This is considered an absolutely indigestible substance. 
Tlie patents obtained for oleomargarine compoimds show them 
to contain poisonous chemicals. However, it is possible to 
make oleomargarine which is simply less digestible than butter 
because it is composed of animal fats melting at a higher tem- 
perature than butter and having an inferior flavor. Prosecu- 
tions can be had under the genca^l Pure Food laws of the States 
if oleomargarine is so made that it is regarded as unwholesome. 

FII.LI.ED CHEESE ABOMINATION. 

Pure food legislation has greatly restricted the manufacture 
and sale of tliat abomination of the markets knmvn as filled 
cheese. Skim milk and lard form the bulk of this compound. 
It' has inferior flavor and poor keeping qualities. Its manu- 
facture and exportation nearly ruined our foreign cheese trada 
In 1892 there wiere nearly 300 factories making it in Wiscon- 
sin. The legislature of 1895 prohibited its manufacture and 
sale. There ia not a factory of this class in Wisconsin to-day 
and there has not been for tivo years. The miakers of honest 
cheese in our State, relieved from the oomipetition of fraud, 
recovered their courage and are recovering iheir domestic trade. 
It t-akea time to re-store our reputation abroad. Canada clubbed 
filled cheese out of bor borders earlier than we and usurped 
our place in European markets. She is improving and devel- 
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(tpiiig lier cJiecee industry with niax\'eloi]s rapidity. Tiia Ca- 
nadian, goveininien.t inspects her factories ami takes up ques- 
tions of cheap and safe transportation. Her people are not af- 
fiicliod with, the fear of the ghosts of patemaliani. They be- 
lieve it to be a province of goveimiueiit to develop the material 
resourocs of a country, even through benefits to a particular 
class of people and tlirough tlio medium' of administrative acts 
tliat niiiglit cause haggling in supreme courts. The act of Con- 
gress which placed an internal revenue tax upon, filled cheese 
of ono-half of a cent per pound, has been of great value to our 
cheese industry. Tts piupoee is partly defeated in shipmlents 
abroad, because stamps are not removed. But it wias noticeid 
to tlie world that this govemmieiit wants ite food prrodiicta sold 
upon tlieir mcaits and under tbeir own names. It has placed a 
burden upon the filled cheese industry that has driven a ma- 
jority of factories out of the business, 

STATE AND NATIONAL LAWS NEEDED. 

Pure food Ii^slation should bo both State and National, 
State legislation lias been generally sustained by the courts and 
has been effective. We need a comprelionsive national Pure 
Food law. Tiie Senate of the United States has recognized 
this necessity and appointed a si>ceial committee on investiga- 
tion, of which Senator William E. Mason of Illinois is cliair- 
man. This oomlmittee has lield a number of sessions in Chicago 
and is collecting a mass of valuable testimony. The result of 
the work of this committee ivill undoubtedly be the introduc- 
tion into Congress of a bill to preveait food adulteiration. It 
will be argued, as it always has been whem. this subject has 
engaged the attention of Congress, that the Federal government 
has no authority to regulate the traffic in food products; that the 
States alone can exorcise police powers; that when Congress 
lias interfered to require that counterfeit food products should 
be labeled, it haa done so through an exercise of its taxing pow- 
ei-s, and that only in this way can its audiority be exeroisecl. 
If tiijs proposition is correct, a national Pure Food law would 
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be worthless. Is it correct ? The Constitution gives C 
the power to regulate cOTOBneree between the States. It rc- 
Borves to the States, in the ninth constitutional amen ft men t, all 
powers not granted to the general govomiii»nt. But tJie powei' 
to reflate interstate eommerce has l>een explicitly granted to 
Congress. It is exercised over railroads and in qiiarantiiie 
regulations. No other authority can exercise that power com- 
pletely. Its power over articles of interstate oommerco is as 
clearly granted as over the postal service, which it controls with- 
out question. It exercises police power by prohibitinf^ the 
transmission tlirough the mails of mail matter designed to eor- 
nipt or defraud the public. Has it not an equal right im.der 
the Constitution to pi-ohibit the transportation from one Sta.tc 
to anodier of articles injurious to the public health, and detci-- 
iilino what shall be required o£ manufacturers and dealers wlio 
send food products from State to State that are redolent %vith 
fraud ? 

BETTER STANDING IN FOREIGN MARKETS. 

A national Pure Food law would supplanent the State laws 
and give the food products of this country better standing in 
foreign markets. It would aid the Sts-tea which have, by 
stringent laws, stopped the manufacture of adulterants within 
their borders by stopping the flood of counterfeit foods that 
pour into their markets from other Sta.tce, It may be urged 
tJiat 3uch a law would make suporfluoua the dairy and food 
commissioiis of the States. If this should prove true, it would 
conclusively demonstrate the merits of the law. Tbe dairy 
and food oommissions have been oiganized, not to create oiRees, 
but to stop deception and fraud. When deception and fraud in 
the manufacture and sale of foo<] products shall have beeu 
stopped we can afford to pronounce a benediction ui>on tlie dairy 
and food -commissions and rerjoice in the reign of honesty in 
trade. But a Federal law, valuable as it would be, leaves a 
broad field for State Ii^slation. The domestic trade in foo<I 
products of the several States is enormous. As long as many 
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men are smart and some men dishonest the food of the people 
will he mixed, oolored, coated, polished and poisoned, and 

watchful State carer vn.\i he needed to limit the eviL 

This question of the character of the food supply of 75,000- 
000 of people is not one to be settled by doctrinaires or hair- 
splitting constitutional lawyers. It will not be settled by all 
tlio money and all the brains that are at the comffnand of the 
manufacturer of counterfeit products. It will not be settled 
by ridicule, abuse or misrepresentation of the men who till the 
farms of the nation and produce m«st of its food. It will not' 
be settled by court decisions that in eiffect deny the statement 
of Judge Harlan, that the Constitution of the United States 
guarantees to no man the right to perpetrate a fraiud. It will 
not he settled hy the pleading of any class for the privile^ of 
plundering somiobody. It will not be settled by chemists and 
experts hired to give opinions. It irill not bo settled hy legis- 
lators who do not care for the public good and who do not fear 
public judgment. It will be settled, aa it is being settled, by 
the voice of the consumers of food products, demianding laws 
which compel these products, if sold, to he honest and health- 
ful, and by tlie American farmer claiming the right of "way 
for the honest products of honest labor. 
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OLEOMARGARINE.

The man.iifacture or sale of oleomargarine "free from color- 
iitioQ or ingredient that causes it to look like butter" is not pro- 
hibited by the laws of Wisconsin ; but the manufacture oar sale 
of oleomargarine "which sliall be in imitation of yellow but- 
ter" is absolutely prohibited by the Wisconsin statutes. Freed 
from all circumlocution and mystification, the above is a plain 
statement of the facts as tliey exist in Wisconsin. Nor are the 
lawa of this state on this subject anomalous. Thirty-two states 
of the union have oleomargarine laws like those of Wisconsin — 
laws which prohibit the sale of oleomargarine "that is in imi- 
tation of yellow butter. The oleomiargarine lawB, like other 
Pure Food la^vs, seek to relieve the producers of an honest prod- 
uct from fraudulent competition and preivent^ the imposition 
upon the consumers of a fraudulent article. 

Speaking of the purpose of the Massachusetts oleomargarine 
law, and of which the Wisconsin statute is an exact copy, the 
United Slaites Supreme Court, in Plumley vs. Mass., 155 U. S., 
461, sta.tefi: 

"The atatutes seek to suppress false pretenses and to 
promote fair dealing in the sale of an article of food. 
It compels the sale of oleomai^arine for what it really 
is, by preventing ite sale for what it is not." 

Le^timlate substitutes for genuine food articles have their 
plaoBt But it ia equally true that a leigitinukte food substitute 
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should not be an imitation of the genuine article. Oleomar- 
garine "which shall be in imitation of yellow butter" is ill^it- 
imate as a food aubetitnta This view ia clearly sustained by 
the U. S. Supremo Court in the decision of the case of Pluniley 
vfi. Mass. That decision contains tlie following plain laii- 
gua^: 

"Now, the real object of coloring oleomargarine so as 
to miaJco it look like genuine butter is that it may appear 
to be what it is not, ajid thus induce unwary purehasei's 
who do not closely scrutinize the label upon the package 
in wliicli it is contained, to buy it as and for butter pro- 
duced from unadulterated milk or efreaan from such 
milk." 

Recently, this CVfliimission has found it necessary to use to 
tlio utmost extent, its entire available force to prevent the un- 
lawful sale of oleomargarine in Wisconsin. Agents of soin© of 
the manufacturers of oleomargarine have been ©xtrwmely ener- 
getic in eiForta to delude dealers in Wisconsin into the belief, 
that by securing a U. S. license for which tht^y are required to 
pay only $6, tliey are thereby protected against the Wisoonsin 
statute that expressly proliibita the sale of oleomargarine 
"which shall be in iniitation of yellow butter" and which pro- 
vides that only oleomargarine "free from coloration or ingredi- 
ent that causes it to look like butter" may be lawfully sold. 

The following paragraph copied from a letter received from 
one of tlio oleomargarine manufacturing firms, in acknowledg- 
ing receipt of a letter from a Wisconsin dealer ordering goods 
strictly lawful in Wisoonsin, exhibits tlie spirit and purpose of 
somic of the oleomargarine manufacturers: 

"We have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of 
your esteemed favor under date of , , . ., inwhidi 
you order 5 cases of 2-pOTuid rolls and caution vs 
against siiipping you goods, tlie sale of whi(ii would in 
any way conflict with the state laws of Wisoonsin. In 
reply, pennit us to say that this order will be filled 
with our grade of goods, and while it 
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carries a high shade of yellow, yet the color is in no way 
produced by artificial means. In our opinion the sale 
of these goods does not conflict with the butterine law 
of your state, and should the food inspector attempt to 
make a cas^ against you for an alleged violation, kindly 
advise us, find we will defend same for you." 
These age-nts and some of the maniifaotureirs who have con- 
ducted correspondence with the Ooimndssion have assumed an 
innocent ignorance of tJie provisions of Wisconsin statutes, and 
have blandly plead that their products oomplied strictly with 
the provisions of the United States la\re and the rulings thereon 
by the United States Commissioner of Internal Ifevenua 

The disfieauibling course with whidi some of these people have 
condvicted their unlawful business has furnished an extreme 
exhibition of impudent effrontery to the intelligence and law- 
abiding spirit of the dealers and citizens of this state. The 
United States oleomargarine law, approved May 9, 1902, 
under which every oleomargarine manufacturer must conduct 
his business, explicitly statee in its title and includes in its pro- 
vi'siona, that oleomargarine and other imitation dairy products 
are subject to the laws of any state or territory or the District 
of Columibia into whieli they are transported. The following 
is quoted from that act: 

United States Oleomargarine Law. 
"Act of August 2, 1886, as amended by acts of Octo- 
bei- 1, 1890, and May 9, 1902, to make oleomargarine 
and otlier imitation dairy prijducts subject to Uie laws 
of any state or territory, or tlie District of Columbia, 
into which tJiey are trsLnsportcd, and to change the tax 
on olecnnargarine, and to impose a tax, provide for the 
inspection, and regulate the manufacture and sale of 
certain dairy products, and to amend an act entitled 'An 
act defining butter, also imposing a tax upon and regu- 
lating the maniifacture, sale, importation, and exporta- 
tion of oleomargarine," approved August 2, 1880. 

"Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represen- 
taiioes of the United States of America in Congress os- 
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semhled, That all articles known as oleomargarme, but- 
ferine, imitation, process, removated, or adulterated but- 
ter, or imitation cheese, or any subst^jiee in the sem- 
blance of butter or cheese not the usual product of the 
dairy aud not made exclusively of pure and unadulter- 
ated milk or creiami, transported into any state or terri 
tory or the District of Columbia, aud remaining therein 
for use, consimiption, sale or storage tliereiu, sliall, 
upon tJie arrival witliin the limits of such, state or ter- 
ritory or the District of Columbia, be subject to the op- 
eration and effect of the laivs of such state or tearitory 
or tJie District of Columbia, enacted in the exercdse of 
its police powers to the same extent and in the same 
manner as though such articles or substances had been 
produced in such stat« or territory or the Ddatrict of 
Columbia, and shall not be exempt therefrom by reason 
of being introduced therein in original packages or 
otherwise." 

Moreover, the United States Supreme Court, in Plumley vs. 
Mass., 155 U. S,, 461, by Justice Harlan, first quoting Section 
3243 of the Revised Statutes of U. S. in these ^vords: 

"The payment of any tax imposed by the Internal 
revenue laws for carrying on any trade or business shall 
not be held to exempt any person, from any penalty or 
punishmient provided by the laws of any state for carry- 
ing on the same within sudi state or in any manner to 
auliiorize the eomlneneemont or continuance of such 
trade or business contrary to the laws of such state," 
said: 

"It is manifest that this section was incorporated into 
the act of August 2, 1886, to make it clear that congress 
ihad no purpose to restrict the power of the states over 
the subject of the manufacture and sale of oleomiai^a- 
rine witihin their respective limits." * * * * 

(Tihe provisions of the act "relieve the manufacturer 
or seller, if he conforms to the regulations prescribed 
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by congress or by the oommissioner of mtemal revenue 
imder the authority etmferred upon him iai tihat regard, 
from penalty or punislhinient so far as the general gov- 
enrntCDit is concerned, but they do not interfere with the 
exctrcise by the states of any authority they possess of 
preventing deception or fraud im the sales of property 
within tiheir respeetii'e limits." 

In view of the foregoing, it b apparent that the efforts of 
some of the agente of certain manufacturers to ignore the im- 
. mistakable provisions of Wisconsin law and delude dealers 
into the belief that tlie sale is lawful in Wisconsin of oleomar- 
garine not "free from' coloration or ingredierft that causes it 
to look like butter," must be regarded as whoUy disingenuous. 
As to the liability of dealers, it may be said that tiha Ameri- 
, can and English Encyclopedia of Law, Vol. 4, p. 689, states: 
"It is a well established principle of law that igno- 
rance of fact is no defejise where the statute makes the 
offense indictable irrespective of guilty knowledge, and 
this principle has been sustained by the supreme court 
of Wisconsin." 
It should be said in behalf of the Wisconsin dealers, that 
when, through the efforts of this commission, they have been 
made acquainted with the provisions of law and the rulings 
of the oommissionor thereoni, ihcy have as a rtile and with few 
exceptions, shown a willingness and readiness to conduct their 
business within the limitations of the laws of the state. 

Where violations of the law eonitinue, prosecutions must be 
instituted against tlie offenders to the full extent of tlie author- 
ity and force of this commission. 
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THE WISCONSIN DAIRY SCHOOL AND IITS 
WORK.

The Wisconein Agricultural Colltse instituted the first dairy 
scQiool im America. Tlio first dass of two students met in a 
little frame building at the university farm in January, 1890. 
The next yeaj* there w^tb seventy students enrolled, and tlie 
legislature then in session, seeing our crowded condiiion, gave 
the means with which we erected Hiram Snnth Hall, the pres- 
en* dairy building. The reason for the rapid expansion from 
two students to seventy the next year was the discovery or in 
vention of the Babeoek Milk T'est, which greatly increased the 
interest of daiiymen, and especially buttermaiers, in their vo- 
cation. At the time the test was brought out, . co-operative or 
associated buttermaking was in a bad way. Farmers who take 
tlieir milk to a cheese factory can pool it by weight with some 
small measure of justice to each patron, althoi^h such a sys- 
tem is far from what it should lie. To pool milk by weight 
for buttermaking purposes is practically out of the question. 
The centrifugal cream separator then coming into use was all 
right for separating the fat from large quantities of nulk, and 
iiiade tliat end of the proposition a simple one, but tliere was 
no way before the Babcock test came out of accurately and 
quickly determining how much fat there was in. eajch patron's 
milk or telling when the separator was doing its ^vork prop- 
erly. In pooling milk by weight alone for buttermaking pur-

poses, ftbarp praeticps soon came into vogua Some men delib- 
erately watered their milk, others sldrairued it. Stdll others 
Lought oows which gave large quantities of low grade milk as 
fo fat, Tlic honest patrons and those having cows giving rich 
milk, were quitting the factories and going back to private 
dairying. When Dr, Cabcock of this Station gave to tho world, 
without patent, the fat test which bears his name, he did for 
dairying in a way what tlie telegraph has been to the railroads 
snd to biiainfiss generally. 

Hiram Smith Hall was named for that veteran dairyman who 
for twelve years sensed on tho Board of Eegenta and worked 
in season and out of season, for Che advaneeanent of dairying, 
and toward the close of his useful career he urged the start/ 
jng of a dairy school." Back of tlie dairy school and back of 
Hiram Smith was the Wisconsin Dairymen's Association, thai 
ix>werful organization of nnselfiali men who have done so much 
for dairying in this commonwealth. 

As now organized, tlie Wisconsin Dairy School offers a win- 
ter course to buttermakers and cheeaemlakers lasting twelve 
weeks. Each student must before entering tilie school have 
worked at least four months in a creamery or cheese factory. 
During tliis time he wiJl learn much concerning factory opera- 
tions and familiarize himself with dairy miethoids in general, 
with tools, apparatus, etc, The young man who has wisely 
used his tiane in the creamery or cheese factory, when he reaches 
the school is in position to make the most of the opportunities 
offeretl him there. The Dairj' School was built to acoomnnodate 
one hundred pupils, but, by crowding, from 120 to 130 have at- 
lend'^d each year for several years past. 

The order of the day is as follows: At eight o'clock in the 
morning the students assemble for a lecture, which lasts from 
eight o'clock to eight-fifty. By nine o'clock the class has sepa- 
rated to its four divisions: the first section, numbering one- 
fourth of the students, repairs to Khe cheese room for instruc- 
tion in the making of cheese; section II goes to the creamery 
for instruction in buttenriaking ; section III repairs to tihe 
laboratory on the third floor for work in milk tfsting, while

section IV pa^ee to an adjoining building where inatruction 
is given in the care and management of boilera, the steam em- 
gine, also in pipe-cutting, pipe-fitting, sfddering, and belt 
lacing. About thirty students work in each section. The work 
eontiaues until twelve o'clock. The eheesemaking naturally 
goes on longer. ' In the -afternoon students return for instruc- 
tion in the making of starters for the creamery and cheese fact- 
ory, for additional work with engines, etc. 

To gain some idea of the facilities and equipnient off the school, 
let it be said that the dairy building, Hiram Smith Hall, repre- 
sents a total outlay of about $45,000 for the structure proper, 
while the maehinorj- anid apparatus used for the instruction - 
of the students is worth over $12,000 additional. Three mill- 
ion pounds of milk are yearly manufactured into butter, eheeee, 
pasteurized cream and pasteurized milk. Last year the prod- 
ucts from the Dairy School sold for about $39,000. Butter 
made at the creamery is sold at Madison, Chicago and, other 
cities. Pasteurized cream is sold im Madison, and diipped 
daily to ililwaukee and Chicago. The following varieties of 
cheese are made at the Daiiry School: Cheddar, Swiss, Brick, 
Liraburger, Edam and Gouda. 

Not only has the Wisconsin IJairy School given to the world 
the Babcock Milk Test, but it also brought out the Wisconsin 
Durd Test, a method of determining and locating the bad milk. 
With this test the cheesemakei* and biittermaker can quickly 
and accurately find which patron is turning in poor milk if 
ho has trouble in that direction. When the operator has located 
the farm that furnishes the poor milk, he can vifflt it and with 
the curd teat find out which cow is producing the bad milk, 
iif the trouble is due to a single cow, as it sometimjee is. Tlie 
Babcock Milk Test has been proven toi be worth not less than 
$800,000 annually to the dairymen of WisconsinL The Wia- 
eonsiu Curd Test is easily worth all that the Coll^;e of Agri- 
culture costs the commonwealth. 

Nor are these discoveries and inventions all lihat the DaJiy 
School has given our people. Ecoently a series of discoveries 
has been made in regard to cheese ripening, which has event- 
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uated in what is known as '-'the oold-curing of oheese." It lias 
been found that it is best to cure cJlieese at low temperatures, — 
so low ttat wheal the method was first broached to old cheese- 
makers and cheese authorities, wc were told that such a thimg 
waa impossible, that cheese cured in tlbe cold would be bitter and 
Worthless. Tests repeatedly made show that socb. is not the 
case, but that cold-cured dieese shrink less and are of finer 
quality than those cured at the ordinary temperature. By 
adopting the eoH-cjiring system, the methods of handling cheese 
ivill be greatly modified. In biiildijig cheese factories there is 
no need of providing a curing room. All that is needed is to 
build a place wliere the milk can be worked into dheese. The 
green cheese as soon as made are shipped to central storage 
houses where they are handled by experts and cured at low 
temperatures. Under this system, because there is no curing 
- room needed, many hundreds of dollars can be saved in the con- 
struction of each cheese factory, aud the cheesemaker, liereto- 
fore always ovcinvOrkcd and usually in trouble because of tlie 
difficulties of properly curing his cheese, will be relieved of tliat 
onerous part of his duties and can give mora time and closer 
attention to securing good pure milk and to the processes of 
m'anufacture. Shipped to a central point, trained men will 
there handle the cheese in the best possible manner and the 
cheese can be held until they pass out for direct comsumption. 

Ilhe Wisconsin Dairy School has turned out Ln all 1,406 
trained butter- and cheese^makers, and the work still goes on.- 
Applicants are already registering for the next class.- Women 
are admitted on the. same terms as ment, and each class has some 
women in it learning the trade. I'hoso wishing information 
concerning the school should apply to Prof. E. H, FaiTington, 
Madison, Wis., asking for an illustrated circular, which will 
give a detailed account of the course and other infomiiation. 

But the Dairy School does still more than already recounted. 
Each winter it teaches farm dairying to about 180 young men 
and young womien pursuiing the Short Course in Agriculture. 
These are taught butter-making as it is practiced on the farm. 
During the past term farm students have been operating eight- 
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een different kinds of hand cream separators and many kinds 
of chums. 'Thus each pupil becomes familiar with the latest 
kinds of fantii-dairy machinery. Persona wishing intfonnatioii 
concerning this, and other lines of instruction covered by the 
Short Course should address "R. A. Moore, Madison, Wis., call- 
iug for the illustrated circular on the Short Course in Agricul- 
ture. 

Wisconsin may well be proud of her advancement in dairy- 
ing. First of all, and oldest, comes the Dairymen's Associa- 
tion, fonnded thirty-one years aigo by a little band of far-seeing 
citizens. In, 1890 came the Dairy School, then office of Dairy 
and Food Commissioner with its great ivork of preventing 
fraud and co-operating with all the other organisations. Re- 
cently there have been eetablishod a State Cheesennakers' Asso- 
eiation and a State Bnttermakers' Association, both powerful 
organizations devoted to their specialties. Several himdred of 
our former pupils are now operating creameries and cheese fac- 
tories in Uhe stata Somie are extensively engaged in the busi- 
ness and nearly all are an honor to their calling and a credit 
to the School. Besides all these it has turned out about _1,300 
young men trained to make biitter as it is made on the farm by 
the latest miaehimery and methods. Surely, with all of the dis- , 
cDveries to its credit as well as the large number of pupils there 
has been accomplished a vast good since the first dairy school 
was started and Hiram-Smith Hall built. Who can cite a case 
of where the State of Wisconsin received a better return for 
money invested than what it has granted for this effort? 
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NEKDS OF THE WISCONSIN CHEESE INDUSTRY.

A revolution in cheeeomakiiig has taken place within the lasi, 
few yeiaJS. This has been brought about: First, by the in- 
troduction of the Babcock test for fat. Second, the Wisconsin 
curd test, teaching a more definite knowledge regarding the va- 
rious fermientations that so greatly influence milk and ita prod- 
ucts. Third, the recent experiments in curing cheese at tow 
temperafcurea. " Fourth, the requirements of iJie maJ'kots for a 
hijg'her grade of excellence in cheese and the increasing public 
demand for pure, clean dairy products, AH this has created 
a need in Wisconsin for odneatod checseniakers. Oheesranakers 
who are not only skilled in their profession over the cheese-vac 
and In the curing-roomi but makers of a broader education and 
caliber. 

Several conditiijns affect tlie quality of milk intended for 
eheeee production. In tlie first place, it must be secreted f toul 
healthy cows, fed on pure food and kept in clean stables. Sec- 
ond, it must be of high quality so far as the composition is con- 
cerned. Third, it nuist be so treated that the fat does not read- 
ily separate from the oCher solids, and it must not undergo fer- 
mentation. Last of all, it must be clean. 

Now, I believe, one of the greatest needs of the Wisconsin 
cheese industry is that of trained makers capable of teaching 
the farmeir the improved methods of handling stock, what and 
how to feed tliat stock with a view of securing economy in the 
production of mdlk, perfection in caring for it, and intelligence 
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in marketing it, tlina correcting the mistakes, uncleanlinesa and 
disorder of careless and incompeten-t dairymen. 

I very muoh advocate the holding of evening meetings of tiio 
patrona and their families. Take the Bahcock milk test and 
the curd test into these meetings with you. Hero is an oppor- 
tunity for every eheesemaker to do some good for himself and 
the community in which he does business. Get acquainted 
with your patrons and the fanning community around you. 
Study them and find out just what they need to make them suc- 
cessful dairymen. Call fih^e meetings once each miohth ; have 
-faith in yourself, faith in the cause you advocate and faith in 
your patrons. Although you may not succeed at once in secur- 
ing radiical reforms, or in establishing a model dairy commiin- 
ity, yet your labors will bear nlt;ma.te fruits. Make the cheese 
factory what it should bo — a local dairy school and the com- 
nrunity in whicfh yon live will learn to riee up and bless you. 

We need choesemakers who can and will take the pains to 
show the patroni that when he delivers tainted or sour milk to 
the factory it means a direct loss of dollars and cents to him 
and his neighbors associated with him. If a factory of 10,000 
pounds of malk per day accepts three or four cans of sour, 
tainted or gassy milk, at the very lowest cstimiate it will take 
one pound more milk to make a pound of cheese, than if all the 
milk had been sweet, clean, and well flavored. Suppose cheesy 
to be ^v'orth temi cents per pound ; the loss to the patrons, in this 
case, would be $8.00. In thirty days the loss sustained would 
reach the sum of $240.00. Now if the eheesemaker is skilled 
in the art of tcachinij and giving instruction to patrons, this very 
serious loss cam be stopped in a day and the patrons will have 
more nnonoy, the eheesemaker less trouble, and our Wisoonsm 
cheese will merit the reputation it should have, — "the very fin- 
est cheese in the world." 

We need the servicps of a larger number of skilled cheese- 
instmctors who are thoroughly aojuainted with the business, 
from the cow to the marketing, to give their entire attention and 
instnictiona to the factories of the State. The best of cheese- 
makers shut up in the individual factory are quite apt to get 
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into ruts from force of habit The traveling Instructor is ini a 

position which gives him a wider 'field of vision, meeting new 
conditions and varied experiencea daily, grasping more and 
newer ideas enabling him to readily detet^t defects in the factory 
that would not come to the notice of the maker deprived of liese 
advantages. In those localities where the instructors mat out 
by this Association have labored, murked imrprovements in fac- 
tory buildings, factory equipment and factory snrronndings are 
very noticeable. A more uniform and higher grade of excel- 
lence in the manufacture of cheese has invariably resulted from 
field work of this character. 

The oheeee industry of this state needs more inspectors, a 
lai'ger force of assistant commissioners to enforoe tie dairy laws 
of the state. Ev^r,' dairyman in Wisconsin should aid Dairy 
and I'ood Commissioner Emery in his efforts in securing l^s- 
lation providing for an imcrease in the working force of hfe 
offioe. 

Wisconsin needs larger and better equipped factories, better 
curing facilities, better methods of caring for and diatributing 
the whey, better sewage systems. 

Many of our- factories are so small that they struggle along, 
year after year, hardly paying expensee, and could not exist at 
all, only as they employ cheap oheesemakers. Here is a great 
evil, WiacoDfiin, mth her small factories, employing boys at 
from $26.00 to $40.00 per month, these boys having learned' the 
trade in'from two to four months, in any kind of a factory that 
would accept them, is doing a great injustice to the young man 
whb works one or more entire seasons under somie skilled maker 
for his board, and then goes to the expense of taking a course 
in our State Dairj- School, and after all this mlust enter into 
competition for positions with these cheap makers. This con- 
dition of affairs must exist so long as our small factories exist 

Cooperation among dairy farmers has proved a grand success, 
and I believe the time has now com© for cooperation among 
cheese factories themselves, and consolidation where practicable. 
The same arguments which were used in favor of having a nttmr 
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ber of clieeseniaking fanners associate ia their work, may be 
applied to a group of neighboring factories, where they are wdU 
eitiiatcd as to transportation, etc. Harmonious and systematic 
cooi^pation would mean a reduction in the cost of manufactur- 
ing, economy of administration, improvement im sales, and a 
more unifonii' and lietter article. Small factories cannot afford 
to build model curing rooms, or omlploy skilled labor, but a 
group of 15 or 20 factories could build a grand model curing 
room. All cheese could be transported to the union cairing 
roou>, where an expert iTOiild handle fchem until ready for the 
market. 

For example, wo have twelve, fifteen or twenty factories, re- 
ceiving mdlk in a contiguous territory, anid in place of each one 
building an independent curing room and ripening the cheese 
themselves often under adverse conditions, these cheese cani just 
as well be sent to a central station, where they can. be handled 
better and with more economy, and it seems to me that with 
lihe inauguration of this eoM-euring system of cheese ripening 
that the dieese industry of Wisconsin can be given a fcwTSTird 
impetus that will be of greatest value. 

With reference to factory equipment I want to go on record 
with this statement, that no factory is properly equipped with- 
out the steam boiler. Knife mills ought always to be used and 
the beat medicine for all peg mills that iam and tear the ciird, 
impairing tho texture of the cheese, is the ax. N"o factory is 
complete without automatic curd agitators. The agitator ie su- 
perior over hand labor for the follomng reasons: First, the 
curd is kept constantly in. motion from one end of the vat to the 
other, allowing it to cook more evenly than it possibly could do 
wlien stirred by hand. 

Second, by this process of gentle and constant stirring the 
curd is not crushed or squee?«d as is done when stirred by hand, 
thereby securing an increased yield of cheese, and of a supe- 
rior quality. 

Third, the saving of labor whereby one. man can perform the 
work of two or three will not be too much to claim for the au- 
tomatic curd agitator, which ono6 set up in the factory is ever

ready, always willing, never grows tired, nor asks for a holiday 
;ior goes on a strike. 

Whey tants should be plai^od at least 150 feet from the fac- 
tory, built above gruiiiid with tight fitting covers. All tanks 
should be constructed so as to admit of their being e>asily waahed 
and drained daily. The practice of retumdiig whey to the farm 
in the same cans in which the milk is delivered, makes it abso- 
lutely necessary that the whey tanks should be kept in as cleanly 
condition as is the cheese vat. 

The problem of sewage is: "How shall tlie organic matters 
preseat in sewage be so disposed of i,vith the least coat that they 
shall not create nuisances eitlier on the surface of the soil, along 
the banks of streams or by their excessive presence in tlio water 
of streams, or that they shall not pollute the water of wells or 
streams which may be drunk either by man or beast with in- 
jury to health as a result V 

I have had struck off on. the papera distributed the cut with 
complete descriptive matter giving plan of Surface System Sew- 
age aa presented by Mr. Archibald Smith of Canada before the 
Cheeacmakers' Association one year, ago at Milwaukee. In 
Canada this system of disposing of factory sewage has proven a 
complete success. I trust you will look over the descriptive 
matter carefully. 

I have always folt that the cheese industry would be materi- 
-.ly improved if the buyers pa:<l for cheese according to its real 
val«e. I willingly believe that most buyers are .I'ust and hon- 
est in their dealings. However, oftentimes where one buyer 
or firm secures practically the entire work of one locality the 
prices obtained are very nearly the same; although we know 
there are sometimes very marked differences in the quality of 
the goods. This condition of affairs is not likely to stimulate 
zeal and to induce men to improve in their business. It offers 
no encouragement to the dairy farmers to make necessary exer- 
tions when they know they will derive no greater benefit by 
their attention, than those who carry on their business mechan- 
ically.' Nothing encourages the production of a good article 
more than paying a good price for it. The best worded en- 
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dorseinents paid to the skilled maker, the nnost eloqiieait 
speeches of the instructor, the best lectures, are less reeommt imi 
the ears of the man who toils early and late, than the ring of 
that metal we call money. I knj^w of many districts where two 
prices are paid for two different qualities of cheese; where a 
bad cheese is never aocepted at the price paid for good ones ; 
and that where the same price is paid for different lots of 
cheese, it has been because all the lots were of tits same quality. 
But this is not true of all buyers in all districts. I hold that 
the practice of paying the Same price for both good and ba^ is 
imfair, alike to the makers and the patrons. "Where this prac- 
tice is followed, the patrons cannot blame the miaker for any 
mistakes he may make. For he, with cheese of the second qual- 
ity, might reply that he had sold for the highest market price, 
and the patrons would have nothing to say. "Hiis practice is 
also unfair to the makers, because they would all enijoy the samie 
reputation in the eyes of the public. They who take greater 
pains than others, would not be thought more of by the public 
than are the second class makers. The reputation of our cheese 
is in question, anid it is the duty of all patrons, makers and buy- 
ers to concur in strictly honest efforts to maintain and build up 
that reputation. 

Believing that a lai^e portion of the poor cheese of Wiscon- 
sin is made by inexperienced makers, I would favor the enact- 
ntent of a law licensing cheesemakers, and allowing only those 
that have had two or more years' experience as helpers to makfl 
cheese. We have laws compelling the farmer to sell notching 
but pure, unadulterated, wholesome milk, and imposing a pen- 
alty for the violation of sueb laws. Should not the farmer and 
the good cheosemaker have some laws protecting them, and their 
product from the poor ckeesenmker ? 'Would it not be well to 
have a law compelling every cheesemaker to have a license? 
These licenses oould be granted by a board oompoeed of mem- 
bers of t;he Dairy and TTood Commission, State Traveling In- 
structorg, and Instructors in our Dairy School. 

Such a board could bold examinations at convemenfe placej= 
through the state during the ■wirater, and all tboae ■passing the 
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examination would be granted a permit and allowed to take 
charge of a factory, the inetnictora to visit them during tJie sea- 
son, and report oni their work throughout the season. At the 
end of tie season all makers tliat ivero deemed worthy by the 
board would be granted a license. The instructors or board 
should have power to revoke a permit or license, however, when- 
ever iJiey found the holder negligent of his duties, or in any 
way incompetent. 

This brings us to the question of licensing the cheese factory 
itself. To some these proposals may seem to interfere too 
mucli with the inidividual rights. But even if the cheese fac- 
tory owners buy the milk straight from the farmers, tJie con- 
suming putJic is surely entitled to somo protection. It is a 
fact that many of our cheese factories are dirty, filthy old bams, 
and unfit places in which to manufacture an article of human 
food. Such factories should never receive a license. In fact 
they should be licensed out of existeneo. The license fees 
should go towards paying for instructors at the factories and 
among the patrons. This would mean better equipped facto- 
ries, better instnietion and education in dairying, better cheese, 
more remunerative prices, an enviable reputation, and we would 
have the pleasure of seeing all our 'cheese made under clean, 
wholesome conditions. 

SUB-StTRFACE SYSTEM SEWAQE. 

Make a box with a partition through the center thus forming 
two boxes, either ona of which should be large enough to hold 
the washing of the factory for a single day which is supposed 
to be about 250 gallons for the average factory. This box may 
be situated near the factory or at any distance from it as the 
conditions permit If the factory is elevated sufficiently the 
box may be placed on top of the groimd in which case it would 
bo preferable to build it of brick or-stono, well bedded in cement 
to prevent any leakage. The top should be covered tightly to 
prevent the escape of noxious gases formed within it Other- 
wise it should be sunk in the ground and covered with earth. 
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Then in laying tlie drain from the factory fb the box it is ad- 
visable to use sewer pipe if the well or water supply is near, 
othenvisc ordinary field tile would do and would be much more 
economieal. It is nocossary to provide a trap in tliia drain near 
the factory to pi-cvent any foul smells rotnming to the factory. 
Then attach ii vwitilator pipe (a 2-ineh galvanized pipe will 
do) to tlie drain and carry it np alxivR tJie roof of tlio buildimg. 
This will carry off tlie gases fonnod in the box or drain. It is 
also necessary to have a small goose-necked pii»e attached to the 
box which admits -fresh air to tlie box and forms a draught for 
the ventiilator or otherwise the gases formed in the box in a 
short time would burst it. 

T]ie box as you will notice from tiie illustration is provided 
with a partition (E) in the center an<l passimg through this 
partition is a small pijK! (F) which extends down to the center 
from near the top. When the fii-st box (D) beoomos full it is 
allowed to filter through into the second box (O) and on account 
of i.ts lieing taken from below the surface nothing but the liquid 
matter flows filiroiigh. The solid matter is retained' and is 
quickly deoomposed or oxidized by the different forms of bac- 
teria at work on it. 

A filter be<l is then provided by laying a sufficient number 
of font inch tile to hold tlie water in the box. Two ordinary 
four inch tile will hold a gallon. They should be perfectly 
level and have no outlet Tlie sewage can be disposed of in a 
very short space by constructing one long drain and a number 
of branch drains from' ten to 12 feet apart. This filter bed " 
must be at least from 18 to 24 inches below the surface. 

This second box is provided with a plug or valve (L) which 
closes tightly the opening of tlie drain. Some object to the 
plug as sonuetimea it might be forgotten to be pulled out and 
the sowago in the tank would overflow causine; the drain be- 
tween the factory and the box to fill up. This however may be 
overcomio by having an overfl,ow pipe from second box to drain 
off the filter bed. An automatic valve may be used which will 
open when the tank becomes full and after discharging all its 
TOntoiits close again. Now when the second box becomes full 
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which is known by an indicator and float attached to it the 
valve or plug is lifted and the sewage allowed to run out very 
fiuickly. The outlet is them closed and it is necessary that it 
bo closed tightly otiierwise the sewage will be r unn ing gradu- 
ally inito the drain and if there happens to he any sediment in 
the box it will run into the drain and there will not be sufficient 
force in the water to carry- it and distribute throughout the 
drain and consequently your drain- soon becomes filled up. It 
is also necessary to provide one or two ventilators in the drain 
to allow the air to escape as the water runs in. 

By-the time the box ia refilled the water in the tile has been 
absorbed by the soil and any solid mutter will have been deooni- 
posed by the action of the bacteria. The soil around some fac- 
tories may be of such a nature that the water will not all be 
absorbed readiJy. It would then be necessary to underdrain 
the filter bed which ivouid thus cariy off the surplus moisture 
and increase the capacity of tho filter bed. These under drains 
should not be put directly under the other drain but a long 
drain should be constructed to extend along each side and then 
branch drains to these half way between the branches of the 
miaifli drain. The sewage wonld then drain through four or five 
feet of grounid and would thus flow off quite clear. 

When owing to the price of land or its impenneable charac- 
ter this method of filtering is not wholly available the final ni- 
trification of the sewage from. the septic tank \vil\ best be ac- 
complished by a series of cote or sand filters through which the 
sewage will be allowed to pass slowly and intermittently, the 
tanks being used in succession. 
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BACTEBIA IN MILK. 



The EightJi Anmial Report of the New York Comnusaionor 
of Agricuiture contains a paper on "Bacteria in, Milk," which 
was prepared by Vcranns A. Moore, Professor of Comparative 
Pathology and Ba<'trvi<ilogy at the I?ew York State Veterinary 
College, Comoll University, Tfhaca, New York. 

His various investigations of that subject arc set forth in 
tletail in that report The results of those investigations, con- 
eeming the bacterial content of milk, together witii the requi- 
sites in liandling it in order tliat it may be delivered to the eon- 
sunior in as unchanged condition as possible, are therein sum- 
marized in the following deductions: 

1. Milk aa it is drawn from the udder contains a variable, 
but rarely an excessive, number of bacteria, 

2. Ordinarily the dirt and finer particles of dust that fall 
into the pail during tlie process of milking carry a large num- 
ber" of bacteria with them into the milk. 

3. If £he stables are kept clean, the cows groomed, and the 
skill of Uic udder anil surrounding parts arc carefully mois- 
tened before milking, the number of bacteria that gain entrance 
to the milk from without can be very -greatly reduced, 

4. The bacteria in the freshly drawn milk do not begin, to 
m,ultiply to any great extent for from C to 9 hours when kept 
at a temperature of 70 d^roes P., or below. After that time 
they m,ultiply very rapidly if the temperature is favorable. 

5. If the milk is carefully protectetl and promi)tly cooled 
down to and kept at a temperature of 40 d^rees F,, the num- 
ber of bacteria, in it will not subsequently exceed the number 
present at the close of the milking process. This number should 
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not exceed a maxirmim of 100,000 per cubic centimeter. If in- 
telligent care is exercised, a minimmn of at least 10,000 to 
50,000 por cubic centimeter should be maintained. If cooled 
to 55 dt^rees F., like results are obtained for at least 36 to 48 
hours, and often for a raucb longer period, 

6. An excessive number of bacteria in milk at any time 
within 72 hours after it is drawn indicates that it has not been 
properly handled. When this is the case, the milk is liable to 
contaim acids and by-products, which may be injurioiia to tbo 
(wnsumier. There ia also tlie further dangeo-, as exemplified in 
many epidemics of typhoid fever, diphtheria and other infec- 
tious diseases, that the general carelesaiess in proteetimg milk 
againet contaminations would permit the entrance into the milk 
of disease pro<lucing bacteria should these be present on the 
premises wheiTi the milk is produced. 

7. There is a pronounced germicidal action in the milk of 
certain cows. It is absent in that from others. In the mixed 
milk from a dairy it has but a slight value in reducing the ac- 
tual nun^ber of bacteria, but it seems to be the effective agent 
in preventing the increase of bacteria immediately after the. 
milk is drawn unless it is kept at the body (98 degrees F.) teanr 
perature.

Only a portioa of the time of the dairy inspector has been 
gfveax to the inspection of milk dairies, factories and creameries. 
His assistance has been required in the enforcement of the dairy 
and food laws, in looking after those who deal in adulterated 
foods of all kinds, in detecting fakirs who sell adulterated goods, 
and in preventing the unlawful sale of oleomargarine. Long 
days and full weeks have been spent in this work. 

The inspection of dairies and city milk haa occupied a por- 
tion of time and has done much toward checking the usual 
adulteration by watering and skinuning. Much is still to be 
accomplished in the way of cleaner and better stablea and clean 
milk. 

Stable inspection should continue and stringent measures ap- 
plied where occasion demands.
